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WIND EFFECTS ON ROOFS 
HE disaster at Hatfield which occurred on the night of November 4, 1957, 
in which 46 houses lost their roofs, started a chain of developments of 
which a further stage has recently been reached in the publication of the 
Building Research Station Digest No. 122 ‘Wind Effects on Roofs,’ some 
extracts from which are published elsewhere in this issue. 

It has of course long been known that wind has a habit of taking the roofs 
off buildings—and even of lifting buildings themselves. The principles for 
design are well known and are enumerated in the British Standard Code of 
Practice CP3 Chapter V (1952), Loading. It might however have been felt 
that such principles only needed to be applied to engineering structures such 
as barns and hangars, and that houses were immune from such ravages. 

Digest No. 122 will do three things. In the first place it will re-emphasise, 
as Hatfield and its subsequent train of inquiries started to emphasise, that 
the stability of roofs of houses cannot be taken for granted. It draws to the 
attention of all concerned with building that modern developments of light- 
weight roofing construction bring with them the need to examine carefully 
the anchorage of roof structures. No longer is it only necessary, as it might 
have been with heavier forms of construction, to ensure that the roof of a 
house will not fall down; it is also essential to ensure that it will not blow off. 

It sets out the design principles involved more in the form of a text book 
than is possible in a ‘Code,’ and it may well be that in reading it, those 


concerned with building will gain an appreciation of the forces involved and 
the need for carrying out some quite simple calculations to see whether 
their designs are at all marginal and therefore in need of further and more 
detailed study. 

In the second place, the Digest discusses the problem to which the Code 


gives little guidance—that of Monopitch roofs—and links witii it the special 
problems induced by lightweight construction in this type of roof. In particular, 
it gives a set of figures for designing this type of structure which calls for 
larger upward pressures than the Code would provide, especially in the end 
houses of terraces. 

In the third place, the Digest calls attention to the fact that because the 
roofs to traditional houses required no special anchorage, it is particularly 
necessary, for the lighter form of roofs, to draw attention to any special fixings 
for such special anchorage in the contract documents so that these can be 
adequately supervised. As the Digest points out, it is usually possible to 
obtain a margin of safety much higher than the minimum with little extra 
increase of cost. 

This particular failure was of such a spectacular nature that it inevitably 
brought in its wake a vast amount of publicity and inquiry. It is perhaps 
fortunate in this respect that such publicity has brought to the attention of all 
concerned the pitfalls of modern design and the need for greater precision in 
both calculation and supervision. But it is only on account of the spectacular 
nature of the damage that it has been so investigated, and one is led to wonder 
how many other failures which occur are hastily dealt with when a full 
investigation might be more beneficial to the profession as a whole. One 
hears from time to time of failures either of materials or techniques—and 
these stories may well be either exaggerated or played down, but it would 
be of enormous benefit if designers and builders alike could be persuaded to 
let their colleagues know of such occurrences, so that the failures could be 
avoided and the remedial measures taken be known in advance and so avoid 
the frustration which such occurrences cause to clients. We repeat what we 
said on this subject on July 25, 1958: ‘ What is needed now is a firm collective 
defence on the part of the architectural profession and the builders’ organisa- 
tions, insisting on standards of building and cost which provide a fair chance 
to a designer to achieve and the builder to construct soundly.’ 
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Notes of the Week 


The Commonwealth in Kensin gton 


HE new ome for the Common- 

wealth Institute, at present housed 
in the Collcutt building in South Ken- 
sington, is to be built on a 34-acre site 
to the north of Kensington High-street, 
at the southern end of Holland Park. 
The new building will be dominated by 
a complicated roof made up, so we are 
told, of no less than five hyperbolic 
paraboloids. These form a _tent-like 
shape to be carried out in mesh of pre- 
cast, post-tensioned concrete ribs, which 
will be decked with woodwool slabs and 
covered with copper. This complex 
arrangement will roof a 190 ft. x 190 ft. 
exhibition hall on only four supports. 
Unfortunately the more conventional 
office block which is also part of the 
scheme is not quite self-effacing enough, 
and the junction between the two build- 
ings has presented a very tricky problem 
which is not absolutely solved. 


British Architecture Defended 


BRITAIN’S achievements in the field of 
contemporary architecture, so often 
derided by the critics, are ably defended 
by Mr. Howard V. Lobb in the May 
issue of that well-produced quarterly, 
Impulse. Mr. Lobb points out that a 
nation can expend its capital and build- 
ing capacity on a few large, expensive or 
sensational buildings or employ them in 
the main to raise the living and working 
conditions of the ordinary man and 
woman. 

We have chosen the latter course, and 
the writer holds that in much of ou 
housing, our New Towns and our 
schools, we have set an example to the 
rest of the world ; we have also done well 
in the design of our new factories. He 
regrets that British architects have had 


little chance to shpw what they can do in 
the higher flights of architecture, though 
when the opportunities have arisen they 
have been accepted ; he cites as evidence 
the South Bank Exhibition, Coventry 
Cathedral and the British Pavilion at the 
Brussels Exhibition. 

He holds that what is lacking today 
is an imaginative clientele, and admits 
that many of the new office buildings are 
‘dully pedestrian.’ The fault, he con- 


cludes, ‘lies with the boards of the 
financial concerns which commission 
them .. . it is their scalps that the critics 


should hunt.’ 
Wedgwood Bicentenary Exhibition 


AN EXHIBITION to mark the bicentenary 
of the foundation of the Wedgwood con- 
cern is being held at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum until August 30. The 
firm, started by Josiah Wedgwood in 
1759, has become not only the most 
ramous ceramic manufacturing company 
in England, but also the foundation of 
a national industry of great importance. 

The exhibition contains some 260 
pieces produced in the 18th and 19th 
centuries, and about 60 from the con- 
temporary range of the Wedgwood 
factory. These include three specimens 
of the famous Portland Vase copies, and 
trial pieces for the renowned creamware 
service made for the Empress Catherine 
II of Russia. Her Majesty the Queen 
has graciously consented to lend eight 
pieces from her collection, mostly from 
services made to Royal order. Other 
outstanding pieces have been lent by the 
Lady Lever Art Gallery, the Nottingham 
Castle Museum, the Hanley Museum and 
Art Gallery, and other institutions, as 
well as by private collectors.

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tion of the Civic Trust has been so suc- 
cessful that a similar project is being con- 
sidered at Croydon. The Norwich city 
architect, Mr. D. E. Percival, ARIBA, 
speaking at the RIBA Symposium, * The 
Living Town,’ on May 22 (The Builder, 
May 29), used the Magdalen-street scheme 
to illustrate that co-operation between 
private owners and local authority was 
perfectly possible. 

At Norwich the work comprised the 
redecoration and general improvement of 
the exterior of premises to an agreed 
plan. The Civic Trust has informed 
Croydon council that it is prepared to 
co-operate in a similar venture at Croy- 
don by appointing a consultant architect 
to draw up a comprehensive scheme. 
Local architects approved by the cor- 
poration, who would accept appointment 
from individual owners, would work in 
conformity with the master scheme. The 
corporation’s financial liability would be 
limited to the cost of improving the 
appearance of premises or street fixtures 
for which they were responsible. 


The Classical Country House 


Sir JoHN SUMMERSON’s three Cantor 
Lectures on ‘The Classical Country 
House in 18th-Century England,’ delivered 
in March at the Royal Society of Arts, 
are published with a selection of illustra- 


tions in the July number of the RSA 
Journal. Under the titles Patronage and 
Performance, 1710-40, Progress and 


Decline of the Greater House, and The 
Idea of the Villa, Sir John traces the 
main course of developments, pointing 
out that while the work done on the 
eighteenth-century country house is sub- 
stantial, as much study needs to be given 
to patronage and the economics of 
patronage as has been given to architec- 
tural performance. 


CPRE and the Peak District 


MANY threatened disfigurements of the 
countryside, some of them successfully 
resisted, are recorded in the annual report 
of the CPRE Sheffield and Peak District 
Branch for 1959. The Branch is now 
about to enter on two further engage- 
ments, one to prevent the desecration of 
the Manifold Valley by an unwanted 
motor road, and the other to oppose the 
first major attack on the Green Belt— 
at Middlewood in the Don Valley—since 
the Sheffield Development Plan was 
approved. The report is issued from 22

EXTENSION TO THE NATIONAL GALLERY 


Winning Design in the ‘Sunday 


S announced in The Builder of June 
12, when the award was given in 
full, the winning design in the Sunday 
Times competition for the development 
of the island site to the north-west of 
Trafalgar-square (including the Hampton 
site) as a future extension of the 
National Gallery, was submitted by Mr. 
Barrie Dewhurst, AADip(Hons), ARIBA, 
of Cambridge 38, Massachusetts, and 
Laburnum Cottage, Dittisham, Devon. 
This design (No. 158) is here illustrated 
in greater detail. The assessors in the 
competition were Sir William Holford, 
Mr. Peter Chamberlin and Mr. William 
Allen, and the following extracts are 
taken from their reports: 


Assessors’ Comments on Winning 
Design 


Over 1,400 architects and architectural 
students registered for the competition, 
and 252 sent in designs. The assessors, 
as they say in their report, were looking 
for an idea * which is, and will be, most 
central to the whole intention of extend- 
ing the National Galleries, that is to say 
the creation of a new series of spaces for 
exhibiting the national collections, in 
which there would be—in the words of the 
programme—* good visual conditions 
and generally enjoyable circumstances 
for the views”; a place, in other words, 
with a sense of occasion, complementary 
to the existing building, and not just a 
repetition of it. One design (No. 158) 
does precisely this. Its weaknesses, such 
as control and security, the size and plan- 
ning of the service lift and the stacking 
of cars in the basement, could be 
strengthened without spoiling the main 
scheme. - Its virtues are that visitors are 
led through a series of interesting and 
differently proportioned galleries, rising 
gradually, on the pattern of a squared 
spiral, from the street to the level where 
Gallery VIII leads into Gallery XXV of 
the existing building, while carefully 
placed staircases allow the short-circuit- 
ing of this route. The arrangement is 
therefore extremely effective as well as 
flexible.” This design is estimated to cost 
£431,258 for 28,054 sq. ft. of galleries dis- 
play and offices, and 46,976 sq. ft. for 
workshops, storage, parking, etc. 


Times’ Competition 


Interior Design 


In the second part of their report, the 
assessors say: One of the most difficult 
problems that competitors faced was an 
internal one. The amount of accommo- 
dation called for made a multi-storey 
solution necessary, and the fact that part 
of the gallery area was to be top-lit was 
an influence pulling all the galleries 
towards the top. The problem was then 
to get from the entry level up to the gal- 
leries in a satisfactory way. 

Lifts, escalators and ramps, as well as 
stairs, were tried. Mechanical methods 
seem over-elaborate as the basis of a solu- 
tion in this particular case, and were not 
convincingly used. Ramps and stairs 
were proposed in successive arrays which 
would be tiring and discouraging. One 
way to success lay in progression by easy 
stages, each with its own interest, and 
each rewarded by something to see or do 
at that level. 

Of this type of approach the design 
placed first is a model. Each change of 
level upward or down is in some way 
unique. Each new level offers displays in 
a gallery which is unique. Interesting 
inward or outward views would be seen 
frequently on the journey, and the route 
itself would be clear, easy and coherent. 
Besides this the visitor would be aware of 
the whole building as architecture, and a 
gallery Director would be given excep- 
tional opportunities for display. These 
are important factors and this design is a 
valuable contribution to gallery thought. 

Most competitors saw the advantage of 
connecting the old and new galleries, and 
the designs which explored complete 
separation did not carry conviction that 
there was a good reason for going against 
the obvious, unless the new building were 
destined for the Portrait Gallery only. 

Restaurant facilities were occasionally 
well thought-out, but more often seemed 
to be reduced to the status of mere neces- 
sity. It is part of the modern approach 
to gallery usage to widen it to a wholly 
pleasurable experience and to this a 
restaurant—preferably with a good view 
—is important. The local example of the 
Festival Hall is convincing. 

Competitors were required to provide 
part of the gallery space with overhead 
daylight, and could also offer some with 


side-lighting or without any daylight. All 
are usual in modern gallery design. 

A few designs, among which was that 
placed first, permitted light to go down 
through several levels in ways which 
would be interesting and could be suc- 
cessful, although all such treatments 
would depend for their success on the 
supplementary use of skilful permanent 
artificial light in some areas. 

Siting 

Several major decisions faced compe- 
titors regarding the general layout and 
approach to the new extension to the 
National Gallery. 

A good solution, put forward in a num- 
ber of proposals, was to provide a broad 
pedestrian way linking Leicester-square 
with Trafalgar-square running between 
the west end of the National Gallery and 
new buildings as proposed on the Hamp- 
ton site; from this pedestrian way, access 
to the new extension was easily arranged. 

It seemed to us important that the 
form of the new buildings proposed for 
the Hampton site should contrast—but 
not conflict—with the existing National 
Gallery. Pall Mall enters Trafalgar 
Square not parallel with, but obliquely to, 
its north side; and this gives an oppor- 
tunity to let the National Gallery, with 
part of the return elevation to the west, 
express itself as a complete design with- 
out being muffled by the new building. 


Structure 


A number of the solutions were struc- 
turally ambitious and it is most doubtful 
if some of these could be built as designed 
except at formidable cost. As this was 
a competition of ideas, structural propo- 
sals were looked at from the point of view 
of general logic and capability, rather 
than as working drawings. Average costs 
per square foot were estimated at many 
points between £4 and £11, the reasonable 
mean for work above ground being 
£7 10s. 

It was clear that the adoption of a plan 
in the near future would have the advan- 
tage of allowing car parking space under- 
ground, or below a terrace on the 
Hampton site, to be constructed immedi- 
ately. 

The competition designs as a whole 
explore an enormously wide field of pos- 
sibilities for the development of the 
Hampton site, and provide a valuable 
first study of eventual construction.

f bee building compris2s a single-storey north light area 
of 36,000 sq. ft. enclosed by an * L’ shaped office block 
on the south and west. The office block has an area of 
68,500 sq. ft. on four-, three- and two-floor blocks. 


The north light area is connected to the west office block 
by a low level link, now housing departments which require 
the minimum of natural lighting. 


The north light factory area is constructed with exposed 
steel stanchions, frames and trusses, supporting felt-covered 
aluminium decking and patent glazing. The walls are in 
brickwork and there is a heavy concrete floor to take any 
arrangement of machines. The triple loading dock on the 
north side of the factory area has 18 ft. clear height, arranged 
to give draught-proof working conditions and a heavy 
5-ton hoist is provided at this point. A 2-ton travelling 
gantry is also provided, running from the loading docks to 
the other side of the north light area. A new service bridge 
now carries services from the existing factory block to the 
north across the road to the north light area. 


The services provided include: two high pressure 
heating mains ; six electrical mains ; coal gas ; hydrogen ; 
oxygen; nitrogen; compressed air; fine vacuum; 
rough vacuum ; low pressure air ; high pressure oxygen ; 
high pressure hydrogen and two recirculation water pipes. 


Within the north light factory area, these services are 
carried at truss level. Heating to this area is catered for 
by 12 down-flow heater units, within the roof space. The 
metal north light roof is designed to be structurally 
separate from the surrounding brickwork to avoid thermal 
movement cracking. 


The office block has a main framework of concrete 
encased steelwork, on a basic grid of 30 ft. by 12 ft. 
Floors are generally linoleum tiles on screed supported by 
pre-cast concrete beams. Terrazzo tiles are used for all 
toilets and entrance halls. The external walls are faced 
with brickwork with internal skins of breeze blocks with 
plaster finish and the roof is asphalt with vermiculite 
insulation screed. Ceilings to toilets are all plastered and 
perforated metal panels in 2 ft. by 1 ft. trays are used 
generally as suspended ceilings to all offices and corridors. 


Due to the size and shape of the office block the building 
is divided by four vertical expansion joints. 


The office building is designed to conceal all services. 
The telephones and electrical power cables are concealed

All the heating to the offices is by low 
pressure hot water pipe coils placed hori- 
zontally above the metal ceilings. The 
insulation placed over the heating coils acts 
both as a thermal and acoustic absorbent. 

Many new ideas were evolved for the 
lighting of the building. Basically, all offices 
have two rows of metal wiring trunking 
forming part of the metal ceiling running 
the full 30 ft. length of every 12 ft. bay. 
These runs of trunking carry both the 
wiring and light fittings. In addition, the 
centre 2 ft. run of each bay has been left 
clear of heating pipes to allow for recessed 
lighting fittings if required. Full advantage 
has been taken of this flexible system to give 
a variety of lighting. 

Two large vertical service ducts are 
provided in the south-west corner block. 
One carries all heating and water mains, 
the other contains vertical circulation of 
electrical and telephone systems. The 
latter also houses most of the distribution 
boards, etc. From this vertical ducting the 
services radiate horizontally north and 
east, above the false corridor ceilings. For 
example, the ground floor corridor ceiling 
of the south block contains two low 
pressure heating mains, one air vent pipe, 
one heating-cold water feed, one hot 
water service-cold water feed, one water 
supply pipe, one hydrant main, two 
electrical mains and a lighting wiring duct. 

The laboratory services consist of coal 
gas, hydrogen, oxygen, nitrogen, fine and 
rough vacuum, low pressure air, compressed 
air and recirculation waters. 

A standard metal office partitioning on 
a 3 ft. module is used throughout to form 
individual offices, giving flexibility to the 
layout.

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CORRESPONDENCE 
Churchill College Competition 
To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—Studying the winning design for 
Churchill College, Cambridge, illus- 
trated in your last issue, | was struck by 
what may be called the formal 
informality of its plan. Not so many 
years ago a great scheme of this kind 
would almost certainly have been axial 
and monumental. Since the war we have 
seen a marked turning away from sym- 
metrical planning, as for example in the 
layout of the South Bank Exhibition and 
the design of the St. Paul’s Precinct. A 
new impetus to that trend seems likely to 
be given by the result of this competition. 
In their design the winning architects 
have planned clusters of square courts 
more or less informally around a large 
central area, admirably landscaped, creat- 
ing a sense of formality without axiality. 
There appear to be no axes in the strict 
sense of the term. Is this a weakness? 
Are the narrow and_ unobtrusive 
approaches to the great central area, some 
of them around right-angled turnings, 
really adequate? If a layman may be 
allowed to offer a criticism, may I sug- 
gest that what this remarkable design 
needs to make it completely satisfactory 
is a dominant entrance, with perhaps a 
tower in the true University tradition.

To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—The review by Mr. Bernard 
Feilden of the competition for the 
design of this college and the report of 
the Assessors reveal a very different atti- 
tude from that of the builders of most 

of the other colleges in Cambridge. 

Formerly first consideration was given to 
the college chapels and in some cases, e.g., 
King’s, these buildings far surpass in excel- 
lence the other buildings of their respective 
colleges. To this day they indicate the im- 
portance with which the founders regarded 
the Christian religion in the whole body of 
learning and in some cases these did not 
give their own names to the foundations 
but names emphasising their belief that the 
fundamentals of all true knowledge spring 
from the Christian faith. 

The review seems to indicate that a tem- 
porary chapel is to be built in Stage 2 but 
that the permanent building will not be 
constructed until after Stage 5. It is not 
clear if the estimated cost of £1,173,250 
includes for this building. The site of the 
chapel is shown on the winning perspective 
as a vacant area. 

The report makes no mention of 
chapel in any one of the four designs. 

The college is being built primarily for 
the pursuit of scientific studies but I suggest 
that if we, as a nation, separate science from 
religion we are rushing headlong to disaster.

The Future of Quantity Surveying 
To the Editor of The Builder. 


IR,—I was very interested in Mr. 

L. A. Dix’s letter on the subject of 

working-up which appeared in your issue 

of January 16 last. After nearly 30 years 

in the profession I still like the working- 
up side as he appears to do also. 


Some of us have had the advantage 
of being thoroughly trained in this sec- 
tion of the work in well-established firms 
whose principals were of the * old school.’ 
It was not uncommon for a junior to 
spend up to three years on squaring 
dimensions, casting, reducing, etc., and 
then many more years from junior 
worker-up to senior and then to chief 
worker-up. The feeling in my young 
days was that one had to have a beard 
before being allowed to take off dimen- 
sions. This usually meant that a chief 
worker-up left his firm for another if he 
wished to become a taker-off, but his new 
firm, as a rule, wanted to see a sample of 
his billing before employing him.

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In my own case, I had to have a row with 
one of the partners before being permitted 
to take off and in the first instance I had to 
do this in my own time. But I have never 
regretted the training I had—it has stood me 
in good stead preparing contracts for many 
countries—and I am grateful to my tutors. 

I agree with all Mr. Dix has written and 
I can’t help thinking that the fault lies with 
the firms both in the training of juniors and 
also for employing men of the ability out- 
lined by him. In the old days, when the 
first portion of the dimensions could be 
released, the taker-off called the worker-up 
in charge into his office and the whole pro- 
ject was discussed. The latter had access 
to the drawings and could refer to them if 
the dimensions were not clear to him, 
although I must confess I used to do this 
whilst he was at lunch to make sure of my 
ground before approaching him. Takers-off 
in those days were ‘of the gods.” The 
worker-up was expected to check one series 
of dimensions against another and it was 
usually considered to be his fault if items 
were missed. A clean draft bill had to be 
presented to one of the partners for approval 
to print. 

It does not matter how good the takers-off 
are, their efforts can be ruined by poor bill- 
ing. It is this document which is presented 
in court or to an arbitrator in the event of 
disputes, not the dimension sheets. In read- 
ing the correspondence which has appeared 
in your newspaper from time to time on 
the subject of bills of quantities, the thought 
which often crosses my mind is ‘I wonder 
what their bills are like?’ I feel that there 
can be no such thing as a standard or stero- 
type bill: its form is likely to vary with each 
job and the principle of ‘ what did we do last 
time’ should be used with caution. It may 
interest you to see the latest method adopted 
by myself to reduce the number of pages 
in a bill, to get the maximum amount of 
space for descriptions and to have the quanti- 
ties near to the rate, and I enclose a 
specimen sheet (reproduced on this page). 

A well thought out bill with the minimum 
of words adequately to convey meanings, 
without ambiguity and items likely to create 
precedents and carefully set out and 
stencilled is a work of art. I am sure that 
such documents must influence estimators 
when they are pricing them and that a slip- 
shod bill attracts pricing in a similar manner. 

The biggest compliment that can be paid 
to a biller is praise from an unsuccessful 
tenderer. 

Perhaps one of these days we shall see 
an exhibition of bills of quantities.

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PRODUCTIVITY 
AND PRICES 


‘The Builder’ Quarterly 
Analysis of Trends 


Specially prepared for ‘The Builder’ 
by Professor C. F. Carter, Stanley 
Jevons Professor of Political Economy 
elect, University of Manchester, and 
a former member of the Girdwood 
Committee on the Cost of Housing, 
from statistics kindly supplied by 
the Ministry of Works (Statistical 
branch). 


"HE printing dispute has meant that 
the statistics here presented are even 
further than usual from topicality; but 
they are worth putting on record, for 
they reveal a number of interesting 
features. The output figures for the first 
quarter of 1959 are rather more provi- 
sional than usual, the date of the Whit- 
sun holiday having. made the collection 
of the returns difficult; and next quarter 
some revisions of earlier figures may be 
needed, because of a decision to include 
certain constructional engineering within 
the boundaries of the building industry. 


Looking first at the price indices, table ‘ 


B includes for comparison a new price 
index for the output of British manufac- 
turing industry sold on the home market. 
Since last autumn this index has shown 
signs of.a slight increase in the general 
level of the prices of industrial output; 
but it is now confirmed that building 
prices (which reached their peak at the 
end of !957) fell again in the first quarter 
of 1959. The output price index for hous- 
ing seems to have fallen by about three 
per cent in a year and there is no reason 
to expect that the second quarter’s figures 
will show any rise. 

The index of retail prices has recently 
shown a slight fall, and has registered no 
substantial movement for a year. There 
has thus been a small improvement in 
the purchasing power of building wages, 
but the chart shows that the last big 
change in this purchasing power was in 
1956, when the two wage increases caused 
a considerable increase in the costs (and 
output prices) of the industry. It would 
be possible to make quite a good case 
for a further wage increase, on the 
grounds that labour should share in the 
fruits of ising productivity, and 
employers should consider themselves 
fortunate that no such case has yet been 
sustained. 

The prices of building materials have 
shown no great change on balance, 
though some tendency for the indices to 
rise could be noted in the spring. Such 
general stability seems, to a post-war 
generation, almost too good to be true: 
but there is no immediate indication of 
change. 

The indices for net output and 
materials input for the whole industry 
suggest that the higher levels of produc- 
tivity, reached at the end of 1958, have 
been held. This, however, is an average 
result based on opposing trends in dif- 
ferent parts of the industry. 
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Taste A.—OUTPUT OF THE BUILDING AND CIVIL ENGINEERING INDUSTRY

rise in productivity. The housebuilding 
industry, in fact, was well employed, with- 
out serious bottlenecks (though one has 
since developed in bricks), and probably 
increasingly employed on the kinds of 
speculative building where productivity 
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can be high because the builder can plan 
and vary his work without much outside 
interference. 

It should be noted that the figures do 
not show that more houses are being 
turned out by a debasement of quality; 
they show rising productivity of a kind 
which should make it possible to build 
a house of given quality at lower cost. 

The output covered by the large defini- 
tion of ‘new non-housing work,’ on the 
other hand, fell quite sharply in the first 
quarter, and it would appear that produc- 
tivity may have fallen as well. It is 
impossible to interpret this change with- 
out supporting evidence from a quarter 
less subject to special influences than the 
first of the year. It is known, of course, 
that industrial building of certain kinds 
should by now be falling, but the extent 
to which this is offset by the public invest- 
ment, also included in *‘ new non-housing 
work,’ is uncertain. 

Mr. H. J. Venning’s chart of building 
costs was published in The Builder for 
June 12. Comparison with the Ministry 
of Works figures for non-housing work 
shows no serious disagreement since 1957; 
certain statistical puzzles remain for 
earlier years, but they do not affect the 
agreement about recent trends. 


Northern Ireland Housing Trust 

THE FOURTEENTH annual report of the 
Northern Ireland Housing Trust (12, 
Hope-st., Belfast, price 2s.) records that 
contracts for 2,400 houses were placed 
during the year 1957-58, the total of 
dwellings now built by the Trust on over 
100 sites throughout the Province being 
20,000. These are in the form of houses 
and flats, but for the first time the Trust 
is to build two blocks of eleven-storey 
flats—at Cregagh, Belfast. The report is 
fully informative on all the Trust’s activi- 
ties and is beautifully illustrated, the 
architectural quality of the work being 
admirable. The value of the report would 
have been increased by the inclusion of 
some layout and floor plans.

The work took 63 months including two months site 
works; cost at tender was £12,960. There is 3,455 sq. ft. 
selling space and 845 sq. ft. offices and storage giving a 
total of 4,300 sq. ft.; that is £3 Os. 3d. per sq. ft. or 
5s. 5d. per cu. ft. 

One bay of the shop front is recessed to resolve the 
duality of the two bays, to provide extra window space, 
to help the connection between interior and exterior, and 
to simplify the handling of the smoke vestibule. The 
existing structure then divided the remainder of the shop 
into the main selling area and lounge area and the office, 
all linked visually by the broad expanse of the slatted 
ceiling. Two large existing columns were united by a 
display counter and a third smaller column was treated 
as an exhibition unit. The two sculptures are on the 
entrance axes. The basement also has a selling area, staff 
rooms, toilets and storage space. 

Lettering throughout the shop is either Times Roman 
or Antique 6 to harmonise with the house style—wrapping 
paper, stationery, accounts, etc.—designed by John 
Sewell, ARCA, MSIA. 

The architect writes :— 

My purpose was not merely to create an unobtrusively 
congenial background to an essentially leisurely aspect of 
shopping. It is not good enough to solve the technicalities 
of shop design—shelf arrangements, circulation, lighting 
and so on, and hope to sell books by not indulging in bad 
taste. A bookshop is something more than a cross between 
a library and a self-service store. I believe it is possible 
to surround people with a building both unobtrusive and 
yet positively recognisable as a work of art—the basic 
paradox of architecture. 

With this in mind I have tried to design something 
which will strike a responsive chord in the lover of 
literature. Surrounded by an integrated piece of good 
design the customer will be spurred with heightened 
enthusiasm and discrimination into the realm of another 
art—literature—because he is physically and spiritually 
assailed by the architectural. 





There is a further link between these two arts of archi- 
tecture and literature : they are perhaps the only two arts 
formed by the practicalities of living—space and speech— 
which are both active and living elements. This is another 
reason, if one were needed, why Dickensian fustiness 
would not do for a bookshop which belongs to the present. 

The past will not be forgotten, however. A _ black 
enamel and gold Louis clock from the original shop will 
have its place in the new Bumpus : the original shop, that 
is, which was on the other side of Oxford Circus before 
the move westwards in 1935. 

This interdependence of the arts has been extended to 
include sculpture : two of our best sculptors have been 
commissioned to provide richness at the end of the most 
important vistas in the shop. Britain is renowned abroad 
for its sculptors but not at home, and it is sad that 
commerce so seldom encourages this art or indeed any 
art: Bentalls at Kingston with its mural by Stefan Knapp 
is the only example that springs to mind. Bumpus there- 
fore are to be congratulated upon their patronage. 


THE BUILDER 


Bookshop in

The shop will be quiet and restrained with emphasis on 
the books rather than the fittings. The number of 
materials has been kept to a minimum—timber, leather, 
copper and black steel—and wherever possible natural 
rather than artificial finishes will be used. 

On the ground floor the shop is divided into three 
spaces, each space having its own character, yet all 
visually linked by a broad expanse of floor and ceiling. 
The ceiling will be unusual in the vast use of copper slats. 
This must be the first shop with a copper ceiling, certainly 
it will be unique in its breadth and simplicity. All the 
lighting will be hidden above this ceiling so that the 
tendency will not arise for this shop, like so many others, 
to look like an advertisement for light fittings. 

The shop will also be unique in its provision of easy- 
chairs and couches for the tired browser ; another unusual 
fact is that the Queen’s Arms (Bumpus hold the Royal 
Warrant) will be sandblasted on glass at the front of the 
shop.

SITE PLAN 


HIS three-bedroomed, single storey house has been 

built for Mr. Hywel Thomas, an University lecturer. 
The site is wooded and mainly flat with a slight slope 
down to the road. The house has been set well back from 
the road at the top of this slope. 


The planning is compact with a central service core of 
bathrcom and kitchen, a large ‘L’ shaped living-dining 
room with a study continuing the dining recess and the 
three bedrooms opening on to the entrance hall. 

The front door, which leads into a small porch, is on the 
side of the house beneath a pergola linking the house and 
the garage. 

The floor consists of a 4 in. concrete slab on which is 
laid a waterproof membrane and a finishing screed which, 
inclusive of the floor finish, amounts to another 2} in. 


Walls are all in 11 in. loadbearing cavity brickwork 
which has been rendered externally with ‘ Snowcrete’. 
The flat roof has been built up on 8 in. x 14 in. joists at 
16 in. centres. Over these are 2 in. * Stramit’ slabs and 
three-layer built up felt roofing. The fiaal finish consists of 
a } in. layer of chippings. 

Internal finishes include 4.5 mm. linoleum tiles on the 
floors throughout except for the entrance porch and the 
kitchen which have 6 in. x 6 in. x 4 in. ‘ Adamantine ’ tiles.

Domestic hot water is supplied by a ‘ Courtier’ stove 
which is fitted into the special mahogany shelving in the 
living area.

County Offices for Taunton 

OMERSET COUNTY COUNCIL 

have issued the conditions of their 
architectural competition for County 
Offices which it is proposed to erect on a 
site bounded by Park-street, Cann-street, 
Shuttern, Upper High-street and The 
Crescent, Taunton. The assessors are the 
Hon. Lionel Brett, FRIBA, Mr. Geoffrey 
Jellicoe, FRIBA, and Mr. J. M. Richards, 
ARIBA. The premiums for the designs 
placed first, second and third are £1,500, 
£1,000 and £500 respectively. 

The competition is open to registered 
architects resident in the United Kingdom. 
Designs must be submitted by 5.30 p.m. 
on February 15, 1960 and the last day 
for questions is September 22, 1959. Con- 
ditions and instructions can be obtained 
from the Clerk of the County Council 
County Hall, Taunton, Somerset, on 
receipt of a deposit of £2 2s. 

Competitors are strongly advised to 
visit the site, which is of exceptional 
interest, and acquaint themselves with its 
characteristics and those of the surround- 
ing buildings. The site plan, which is 
included with the conditions and instruc- 
tions, shows the building line within which 
the new premises must be confined. The 
new building is intended to accommodate 
the administrative offices of the Somerset 
County Council, now partly housed in 
the County Hall (erected in 1935 from the 
designs of Mr. E. Vincent Harris, OBE, 
RA, FRIBA) and partly in other buildings 
in the vicinity. 

The new offices are to be linked with 
the County Hall so that the two buildings 
will form one administrative unit. This 
link need not necessarily be at each floor 
level, but must give reasonable circulation 
between the two buildings. The design 


should allow for maximum flexibility by 
the use of movable partitions. The total 
floor area will be a 60,630 
sq. ft. which will include provision for 
6,000 sq ft. of spare office accommoda- 
tion distributed throughout the building 
as specified in the schedule. 

Space is required for approximately 200 
cars in addition to that in front of the 
existing County Hall, the car park adjoin- 
ing the Shire Hall, and the garage accom- 
modation on the ground floor of the new 
premises. Competitors may assume that 
the southern corner of the site outside 
the building area, at present occupied by 
temporary buildings, is available for this 
purpose. 

The total cost of the building, which 
it is the intention of the promoters to 
proceed with, exclusive of Civil Defence 
Headquarters (which may or may not be 
necessary), demolition of existing build- 
ings and of professional fees, but inclu- 
sive of external works, is not to exceed 
£400,000. 


OBITUARY 


H. S. Goodhart-Rendel, CBE 


RISTOCRAT, architect, critic, 

musician, wit, Harry Stuart Good- 
hart-Rendel, who died in London at the 
age of 71 on June 21, was all these things 
and much else besides, and a man of 
great personal charm. The son of Harry 
Chester Goodhart and the Hon. Rose 
Ellen, eldest daughter of Lord Rendel, of 
Hatchlands, he took the additional name 
of Rendel by royal licence in 1902. Edu- 
cated at Eton and Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, he studied music with Sir Donald 
Tovey with the idea of following a 
musical career, but found architecture a 
greater attraction, setting up in practice 
at the age of 23. He served in the Grena- 
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dier Guards during the 1914-18 war and 
again in the last war. He was a bachelor. 

He became a member of the RIBA council 
in 1926 and was President from 1937 to 
1939. Appointed Director of the AA School 
of Architecture in 1936 he resigned a year 
or two later. From 1933 to 1936 he was 
Slade Professor of Fine Art, Oxford Univer- 
sity. Vice-President of the Royal Academy 
of Music, he was also a governor of Sadler's 
Wells from 1934, and President of the Guild 
of Catholic Artists and Craftsmen from 1946 
to 1952. A traditionalist in architecture, he 
was no copyist; all his buildings have an 
individual freshness and distinction. Among 
them may be mentioned some admirable 
early small buildings in Tufton-street, West- 
minster, estate workers’ cottages and other 
work at Hatchlands, Hay’s Wharf, near 
London Bridge, building society offices at 
Brighton, Eton Boys’ and Old Boys’ Club, 
Hackney Wick, the Princess Elizabeth Hos- 
pital for Children, Banstead, the church of 
St. Wilfrid, Elm-grove, Brighton, the new 
Prinknash Abbey Church, near Gloucester, 
and the cloister forming the Brigade of 
Guards war memorial in Birdcage-walk. 

Goodhart-Rendel was a brilliant writer and 
critic, his favourite subject being nineteenth- 
century architecture, of which he had an 
unparalleled knowledge. His publications 
include ‘English Architecture since the 
Regency ’ (founded on his 1934 Oxford lec- 
tures), ‘ Victorian Nights,’ the chapter on 
“English Architects and Architecture since 
1834’ in the Centenary History of the RIBA, 
and a booklet on Hatchlands, East Clandon, 
Surrey, which he gave to the National Trust 
in 1945, His valuable manuscript notes on 
nineteenth-century churches are in the RIBA 
library. 

He had acted as hon. treasurer of the 
Architects’ Benevolent Society for many 
years. Mr. Howard Lobb writes: ‘In coun- 
cils and committees, at which until his recent 
illness he was a regular attender, his kindly 
understanding of the needs of our benefi- 
ciaries and the need to respect their wishes 
and confidences in adversity was a most 
salutary experience to those who worked 
with him. He worked hard and had a keen 
interest in the establishment of Frenchlands 
Hatch at East Horsley, and the site on which 
these homes are built may be said to have 
been selected by him. We, the officers and 
council of the Architects’ Benevolent 
Society, and those in need have all Jost a 
friend.’ 


A. G. Chant, FRIBA 


Mr. ArTHUR Guy CHANT, Shropshire 
County Architect from 1930 to 1951, 
died at his home at Berwick Road, Shrews- 
bury on August 9 at the age of 72. His 
outstanding contributions to Shropshire 
architecture include the remodelling of the 
Shirehall, the designing of Shrewsbury Tech- 
nical College, the Priory Grammar Schoo! for 
Girls, and Grammar Schools at Whitchurch 
and Wellington.

Swiss Industrial Architecture 
AS part of the Swiss Fortnight in Lon- 
don—Switzerland on Show—the 


Royal Institute of British Architects will 
present an Exhibition of Industrial Archi- 
tecture in Switzerland from October 6 to 
17, 1959 (Monday—Friday 10—7; Satur- 
days 10—5. Admission free). The exhibi- 
tion, which will be opened by the Swiss 
Ambassador, has been prepared by the 
Federation of Swiss Architects and will 
contain photographs, plans, models and, 
it is hoped, sculpture. After the showing 
at the RIBA the Swiss Embassy are hop- 
ing to tour the exhibition to about. six 
centres in different parts of the country. 

Contrary to what is often assumed, 
Switzerland is one of the most highly 
industrialised countries in the world. 
Economic factors have favoured the 
decentralisation of factories and Switzer- 
land has therefore been spared the ugly 
industrial centres which are a common 
feature in many other countries. From 
early days the Swiss sited and planned 
their factories so as to provide pleasant 
places in which to work. Built in 1932 
the Bata shoe factory was one of the 
earliest examples of this kind of layout. 
The exhibition will show the develop- 
ments in design and layout which have 
been achieved by Swiss architects with 
the co-operation of factory owners since 
the days when these projects were first 


developed. 


ARCUK Scholarships 


THe ARcHITECTS Registration Council 
of the United Kingdom will provide 
scholarships and maintenance grants to 
selected students of British nationality 
who have yet to take their examination 
in professional practice and practical 
experience, and whose means are insuf- 
ficient to pursue special and approved 
studies in architecture. 

Grants will be available only for sub- 


jects related to the syllabuses of the final 
examinations qualifying for registration. 
Candidates must submit their pro- 
grammes of study in detail, and in the 
case of a student at one of the schools 
whose final examination is recognised, the 
programme of studies must be counter- 
signed as approved by the head of the 
school or department of architecture. In 
the case of a candidate qualifying by 
means of the final or special final exami- 
nations of the RIBA, the programme must 
be countersigned by a registered archi- 
tect. 

Grants, which may consist of up to 
£800 plus approved fees, will be tenable 
at an approved teaching or research insti- 
tuition normally for one year and renew- 
able for a second on submission and 
approval of a further application. Can- 
didates should submit their applications 
to ARCUK, 68 Portland-place, London, 
WI, by September 1, 1960, and thereafter 
on September 1 annually.

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The Croydon Airport Site 


IN THE development plan for the site 
of the former Croydon Airport which has 
been drafted by the planning committee 
of Surrey County Council after consulta- 
tion with Beddington and Wallington 
Council and Croydon Council, 29 acres 
have been allocated for educational pur- 
poses, 95 acres for houses, flats and shops, 
100 acres for school playing fields and 
89 acres for public open space. 

The route for the proposed London 
to Brighton motor road has also been 
announced and has been submitted to the 
Minister of Transport for approval. In 
this the highways committee show the 
94 ft. wide road running through the 
back gardens of houses in Wallington, 
and many houses in Sandy-lane South 
will be affected. Beddington and Walling- 
ton Council are opposing the proposed 
route, and Ald. D. H. de Voil. chairman 
of the special sub-committee set up to 
study the borough’s interests, stated that 
the proposal would carry the road 
through 2,750 yards of residential 
property in the borough, most of which 
was of modern construction. If it was 
routed across the completely undeveloped 
Croydon Airport site, only 1,450 yards 
of property, much of it of the older type. 
would be affected. 


National Trust Exhibition 

THe ‘BEAUTY IN TRUsT’ exhibition 
sponsored by the National Trust and 
London Transport at Charing Cross 
Underground station is being extended 
another three weeks until September 5, 
because it has proved a big public draw. 
Over 25,000 people have visited the 
exhibition since it opened on July 21. It 
shows Londoners what the National Trust 
has done to preserve beauty spots and 
places of historical interest in the London 
area and appeals for more members.

CARE OF CHURCHES 


Advice on Organ Cases and 
Lettering 


: RGAN Cases for Parish Oburches’ 

(published for the Central Council for 
the Care of Churches, by the Church 
Information Office at Is. 6d., by post 1s. 8d., 
from the Church House Bookshop, Great 
Smith-street, SW1) is intended to be a 
supplement to * Organs in Parish Churches’ 
(Church Information Office, by post, 11d.), 
which is concerned mainly with the siting, 
size, maintenance and restoration of the 
organ itself. 

The new publication shows, with the help 
of attractive illustrations, how without undue 
expense the organ may be made a source of 
visual as well as aural beauty in the church. 
Accurate technical information is given about 
the make-up of the pipes and emphasis is 
laid upon the care needed in manipulating 
the respective lengths of the ‘foot’ and 
* body * to achieve a basis for successful case 
design. A series of simple line diagrams 
iustrating these points will be of great 
assistance to architect and wood-worker alike. 
There is also an interesting illustrated sketch 
of the history of organ cases, from which 
it appears that designers at the present time 
have more to learn from the cases of the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries than from 
cases of the baroque-type which are more 
common in this country, but which are often 
too expensive for present day conditions. 
Monotony and expenses may be avoided by 
using painting for decoration, or by the 
creation of corbels and pinnacles, which 
involve wood-turnjng and joinery rather than 
carving. 

‘Lettering for Churches’ (published from 
the same address for the Central Council for 
the Care of Churches at 1Is., by post 1s. 2d.) 
is a sheet of roman and italic alphabets 
designed by Miss Ruth Mary Wood of 


Exeter primarily for the guidance of monu- 
mental masons, sculptors, embroidresses, 
metal-workers, sign-writers and scribes who 
carry out work for the church. It will also 
be found useful by those who design posters 
and notices, and by teachers of art in schools 
and colleges.

WIND EFFECTS ON 


ROOFS 


Avoiding the Hazards of Lightweight Construction 


‘Wind Effects on Roofs, Building Research Station Digest No. 122 (HMSO, 
price 4d.), recently published, includes design considerations to be borne in mind 
particularly in regard to roofs of lightweight construction. Some extracts from 
the Digest are reproduced below by permission of the Director of Building 


Research. 


PRESSURES DUE TO WIND 


HE revised British Standard Code of 

Practice, CP.3, Chapter V (1952), 
* Loading,’ is now the basis of most struc- 
tural engineering design in this country 
so far as the effect of wind is concerned. 
The current Model By-laws of the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment specify that wind loading on a build- 
‘ing shall be calculated on the basis of 
this code. 


Internal Pressures 


The main effect of wind on a roof is to 
develop an external pressure on the sur- 
face of the roof, but in addition air-flow 
through the cladding of the building and 
through openings in the cladding can 
build up an internal pressure on the 
underside of the roof surface. Both 
external and internal pressures are given 
in —, of the basic pressure p (Ib. 
per sq. ft.). In the code of practice, the 
term ‘ pressure ’ is used in a general sense, 
a negative sign being used to indicate 
suction. (The pressures which the wind 
exerts are given in detail in the Code and 
Digest and are not repeated here for 
reasons of space.) 


SOME DESIGN CONSIDERATIONS 
Strength and Stability 


Strength of a roof is its ability to carry 
load without failure by overstress. The 
load includes the self-weight of the roof, 
wind load, an imposed load to allow for 
snow, and, in some cases where access to 
the roof is provided, an imposed load to 
deal with possible concentrations of load 
on or in the roof structure. The design 
of a roof of normal construction on a 
stress basis using working loads given in 
codes or by-laws presents no great diffi- 
culty, although the designer now has to 
consider carefully the effect of wind, 
which can in some cases for instance lead 
to a reversal of stress in the members of 
the roof structure. It is common practice 
to allow increased working stresses when 


wind effects are considered, so long as the 
increase is wholly due to the wind. 

Stability of a roof is its ability, by 
virtue of its self-weight alone or with 
anchorages or fastenings, to counter the 
uplift effects of wind. In the past with 
roofs of traditional design and material, 
stability rarely called for special anchor- 
ages. But the recognition that consider- 
able wind suction occurs on some forms 
of roof (as indicated in the code of prac- 
tice) makes it incumbent upon the designer 
of a relatively lightweight roof to investi- 
gate closely the possible need for anchor- 
ages to ensure an adequate margin of 
safety against the roof as a whole being 
detached from the rest of the building. 

The margin of safety to be used in 
designing roofs to resist uplift or over- 
turning is not stated in any code or by- 
law. BS449 for the design of steel-framed 
buildings specifies a design factor of 1.5, 
i.e, the stability moment of any structure 
as a whole shall exceed the overturning 
moment due to wind and other forces by 
at least 50 per cent. Since roofs are more 
responsive to the effect of wind than is 
the building as a whole, a higher margin 
is desirable. For small house roofs, for 
example, it would be reasonable to ask for 
a factor of at least 3.0, that is, twice that 
called for in respect of a steel building 
as a whole. 


Mono-pitch Roofs 


Until more experimental data are avail- 
able, it would probably be reasonable to 
assume that the external suction on a 
mono-pitch roof is the same as for a 
windward slope of the same pitch. 


Lightweight House Roofs of Low 
Pitch 
_ With the present tendency towards 
lightness in construction, troubles have 
been experienced because the suction due 
to wind is sometimes sufficient, if the roof 
pitch is low, to cause the roof to lift if it 
is not adequately anchored to the walls.

Lightweight roofs of houses have com- 
paratively little inertia and can respond 
to gusts of winds more readily than the 
larger, heavier roofs of bigger buildings. 
The recommendations of the Code of 
Practice may not, therefore, be wholly 
satisfactory for these lightweight roofs 
and a safer basis for design is suggested 
below. It is assumed that the roof mem- 
bers and cladding are properly connected 
together to act as a whole in resisting wind 
and other forces. 

In a block of several houses, the end 
houses may be more seriously affected by 
wind blowing at an angle to the face of the 
building and it is desirable therefore to 
give special consideration to the stability 
of the roofs of these end houses. 

Except for the end houses, the external 
wind suction should be assumed to be 
increased to 1.5 p within a distance of 4 
ft. from the windward edge of the roof. 
The external wind suction on end houses 
should be assumed to be 50 per cent 
greater than those of the other houses, 
and also the suction should be assumed 
to be increased to 2.25 p for a distance of 
4 ft. from the end of the roof for the 
whole depth of the house. For a flat roof, 
these external suctions are illustrated in 
Fig. 2(a). 

The internal pressure, also tending to 
lift the roof, should be assumed to be 
0.2 p as specified in the code for a build- 
ing with normal openings. Where a roof 
has overhangs, the upward pressure under 
the overhang on the windward side may 
be taken as 0.5 p and the suction under 
the overhang on the leeward side may be 
taken as 0.3p. The resulting total suctions 
for an end house with a flat roof and 
overhangs are shown in Fig. 2 (5). 

In order to provide an adequate margin 
of safety where no special anchorage of 
the main roof structure is provided and 
the effects of wind suction have to be 
resisted by the weight of the roof alone, 
this weight should be at least sufficient 
to prevent uplift or overturning of the 
roof when the forces due to wind are 
assumed to be increased to three times the 
normal values calculated in accordance 
with the above recommendations. 

When the dead weight of the roof is 
insufficient to satisfy this requirement, 
special anchorage must be provided such 
that the weight of the roof, together with 
the holding-down strength of the anchor- 
age, is at least sufficient to prevent uplift 
or overturning of the roof when the forces 
due to wind are again assumed to be 
increased to three times the normal values. 

It is important that the assumed ulti- 
mate strength of special anchorages 
should be realistic in relation to the vari- 
ability of this strength and the standard 
of workmanship probably attained on the 
site. Where permissible design loads are 
given in codes or by-laws (e.g. for bolting 
or nailing) it should be assumed that the 
ultimate strength is not more than twice 
the design values. 

In the past, house roofs required no 
special anchorage. Accordingly, where 
such special provision is necessary for 
lightweight roofs of low pitch, it is desir- 
able to draw particular attention to the 
need for this anchorage in the contract 
documents so that adequate supervision is 
arranged on the site to ensure that the

anchorage is satisfactory. It should also 
be noted that, although a minimum 
margin of safety has been introduced into 
these recommendations, a much higher 
margin can usually be obtained with little 
increase in cost. 

The wind forces on roof coverings and 
fastenings should in general be deduced 
on the basis adopted in the code. That is, 
the suction on the coverings should be 
taken as 0.1p greater than the total values 
(including the effect of internal pressure) 
recommended above for the main roof 
structure; the fastenings should be suffi- 
cient to support these forces on the cover- 
ing, and those fastenings within a distance 
of 4 ft. of the span from the eaves of 
interior houses be capable of resisting a 
suction of 2p on the area of covering that 
they support. In the case of end houses, 
it is probably best to design the fastenings 
for a suction of 3p on the covering over 
the full area of the house. 


Special Roofs 


The code of practice does not deal with 
all practical conditions of wind loading. 
It is stated in the Appendix to the code 
that ‘ where the shape of the building in 
elevation and/or plan is unusual, or there 
are particularly large openings in the 
walls, or where there are no walls as in a 
dutch barn, available data are insufficient 
to justify well-defined recommendations 
for estimating the effects of wind, and in

these cases, and also for exceptionally 
large buildings, wind-tunnel tests would 
be useful, if obtainable.’ 

For buildings with no walls, such as 
dutch barns, or for framed buildings 
during construction when infilling wall 
panels have not been built, it is probably 
safe to assume that the worst internal 
pressure beneath the roof arises -when 
partial filling of the barn, or partial clad- 
ding of the framed building, leads to con- 
ditions similar to those of buildings with 
one side open. That is the pressure or 
suction beneath the roof is 0.Sp.

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PLANNING APPLICATIONS 
AND APPEALS 


The New Procedure Explained 
By A. E. Telling, MA 


AS from August 16, applicants for plan- 

ning permission must observe new 
rules laid down by section 37 of the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1959. The 
following rules apply to every application 
for planning permission under Part LI of 
the 1947 Act: 


1. The applicant must be the estate 
owner in respect of the fee simple (free- 
hold) or entitled to a. tenancy. The 
‘estate owner’ is not necessarily the 
present freeholder; where there is a con- 
tract of sale, the estate owner will be the 
prospective purchaser under that contract. 
Similarly, a prospective lessee will be able 
to apply since he is entitled to.a tenancy. 


2. At least 21 days before making the 
application, the applicant must notify: 

(a) any other person who is the 
estate owner; 

(b) any tenant under a lease with at 
least ten years to run; 

(c) if the land comprises or forms 
part of an agricultural holding, the 
tenant thereof. 

If the applicant does not know the 
names and addresses of all such persons, 
he must publish notice of his application 
in a local newspaper; this must be done 
at least 21 days before. 


3. The application to the local planning 
authority must be accompanied by certifi- 
cates that the above requirements have 
been complied with, together with a 
certificate as to whether any part of the 
land is or is not included in an agricultural 
holding. The form of these certificates is 
prescribed by the T. and C. P. General 
Development Order, 1959, second sche- 
dule. It is an offence knowingly or reck- 
lessly to give false information in these 
certificates. 


4. On receiving the application, the 
local planning authority must allow a 
further period of 21 days within which 
any of the above-mentioned persons may 
make representations. If the authority 
receive any such representation, they must 
have regard to it in coming to their 
decision. This does not mean that the 
authority are to accept the representation; 
they must give serious consideration to it 
and then make up their own mind. 


5. The local planning authority must 
give notice of their decision to any person 
who has made representations in pursu- 
ance of this new procedure. 


Special Cases 


Section 36 of the new Act provides that 
in certain special cases, the applicant must 
in any event publish notice in the local 
press indicating where any member of the 
public may inspect plans, Members of 
the public then have the right to make 
representations to the local planning 
authority. Here again, the authority must 
have regard to any such representations 
before making their decision. Experience 





of planning inquiries in which members 
of the public have intervened suggests 
that the representations will some times 
contain matter that is not really relevant, 
and it is to be hoped that planning officers 
will be careful to distinguish between 
what is relevant on planning grounds and 
what is not. 


The special cases are listed in article 7 
of the new General Development Order: 
(a) construction of buildings for use as 

a public convenience; 

(b) construction of buildings or other 
operations, or use of land, for the disposal 
of refuse or waste materials; 

(c) construction of buildings or other 
operations (other than the laying of sewers, 
the construction of septic tanks serving 
single dwellinghouses, and works ancillary 
thereto) or use of land, for the purpose of 
sewage disposal ; 

(d) construction of buildings or use of 
land for the purposes of a slaughter-house 
or knacker’s yard; 

{e) construction of buildings and use of 
buildings as a theatre, cinema, music hall 
dance hall, skating rink, swimming bath, 
Turkish, etc., bath, gymnasium, or a build- 
ing for indoor games. 


Appeals 
There is also a new procedure for 
appeals. Unfortunately, this is not clearly 
prescribed in the new Act, but the posi- 
tion would seem to be as follows: 


1. The appellant must, as hitherto, be the 
person who made the original application. 
The new Act does not confer new rights of 
appeal. 

2. Notice of appeal must be given to the 
Ministry within one calendar month of 
receiving the local authority's decision unless 
the Ministry grants an extension of time. 
There has never been any difficulty about 
getting an extension of time, but the point 
is of some importance in view of what 
follows. 


3. the appellant must give or publish the 
same notices as on the original application. 
A strict interpretation of ‘section 37 of the 
new Act would suggest that these notices 
must be given or published at least 21 days 
before the notice of appeal. Probably, this 
is not the intention. If it were correct, it 
would mean that the appellant would have 
only seven days from receiving the local 
authority's decision in which to make up his 
mind whether or not to appeal and to 
arrange for all the necessary notices to be 
served or published—unless, of course, the 
Ministry agreed to an extension of time. 


4. The persons entitled to notice under the 
previous paragraph wil] then have 21 days 
in which to make representations about the 
appeal to the Ministry. This would suggest 
that the notices mentioned in the previous 
paragraph do not have to be given or pub- 
lished 21 days before the notice of appeal 
to the Ministry, Otherwise, the Ministry 
would be receiving representations about an 
appeal before they had had notice of it. 


Three statutory instruments issued under 
the Act which also came into force on 
August 16 were summarised on page 27 of 
The Builder of August 14. 
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PLANNING CONTROL AND LAND USE 


Mr. Henry Brooke’s Address to Urban District Councils 


DDRESSING the annual conference of 

the Urban District Councils of England 
and Wales, held at Torquay on June 25, 
Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, emphasised the 
importance of planning control and the need 
to reclaim derelict areas. 


Mr. Brooke said that although there were 
no accurate statistics giving a complete and 
precise pattern of land distribution, a fair 
amount of reliable data was available. 
Referring only to England and Wales, he 
said that about one-tenth of the land surface 
was covered with buildings, roads and rail- 
ways ; two-thirds was farmland, and the 
remainder was rough grazing and woodland. 
A ratio of one acre of developed land to 
rather more than six acres of farmland was 
thus a fair estimate of the present situation. 


The Minister pointed out that the position 
was in a constant state of flux and there was 
unfortunately no accurate means of measur- 
ing the change. However, working from 
returns made annually by farmers, and 
allowing for their limitations, it was esti- 
mated that the agricultural area had 
decreased by some 14m. acres in the last 20 
years. The areas were taken up by airfields, 
defence installations, building development, 
roads and the planting of timber. 


Future estimations could be made by 
analysing development plans submitted by 
local planning authorities. These had so far 
shown that about 600,000 acres, or 34 per 
cent of our total agricultural capacity, would 
be required for development over the next 
20 years. More precise information would 
be available as planning authorities reviewed 
their plans every five years. 


In view of these facts Mr. Brooke empha- 
sised the necessity of seriously considering 
all decisions affecting land use. With 
modern farming methods and rapid scientific 
progress we had increased productivity by 
60 per cent in the last 20 years. Nevertheless, 
whatever might happen, we had nothing we 
could afford to waste. The growing popula- 
tion and the rising standard of living were 
bound to extend the demand for land. 

Referring to land laid derelict by industrial 
or mining activity, Mr. Brooke said, ‘We 
must keep it down to the absolute minimum 
and pay more attention to ways of reclaiming 
it. Irreclaimable land must be levelled and 
planted with vegetation so that we do not 
bequeath to future generations the sort of 
ugliness we have inherited from the Indus- 
trial Revolution.” 


Speaking about the new Town and Couniry 
Planning Bill, which he hoped would be on 
the Statute Rook in July, Mr. Brooke said: 
‘I am grateful to local authorities for the 
frank manner in which most of them have 
accepted that it is right and just to pay 
a man the market value of his land if it is 
taken from him compulsorily by a public 
authority. This new Bill will get the question 
of compensation firmly settled and I hope 
that it will also enhance the importance of 
reaching right decisions on questions of 
planning. The Bill will make some changes 
in the procedure of planning applications 
and appeals.’ 


The Minister said that he hoped to reduce 
the enormous number of appeals by embody- 
ing imaprovements and giving more explicit 
information on points of policy in the annual 
booklet of Selected Planning Appeals’ 
issued on June 24. He said that he was 
always ready to listen to suggestions for 
making planning procedures more compre- 
hensible ; the need for making a special effort 
to help applicants for planning permission 
to understand the reasons for acceptance or 
refusal was of paramount importance. 


Commenting on the new government 
scheme of standard grants for improving 
older houses, the Minister said that the aim 
was to encourage owners to get ahead with 
improvements by simplifying the procedure 
for obtaining grants and by relaxing the 
conditions where they were unnecessarily 
restrictive. If old houses were not 
modernised people would tend to avoid them 
and they would soon deteriorate to the level 
of slums. 


RESTRICTIVE PRACTICES 
ACT 


Brick Association’s Agreement 
to End 


THE Restrictive Practices Court agreed on 
July 16 to a formal order in respect of the 
termination of an agreement between mem- 
bers of the North of England Building Brick 
Association. Mr. W. A. Bagnall, for the 
Registrar of Restrictive Practices, said the 
Association passed a resolution terminating 
the agreement on January 20 this year. It 
was a price fixing agreement which operated 
only in Northumberland and Durham and 
parts of the North Riding of Yorkshire. 
Mr. D. A. Grant, for the Association, said 
it was formed in 1942, when there was a 
necessity for regulating prices, and the prices 
brought into force by the Association were 
recognised by the Government at that time. 


There was little doubt that, at that time, 
the Association was acting in the public 
interest. They did not attempt to defend the 
agreement now. 


Removal from Register 


THE agreement between the British Con- 
structional Steelwork Association and the 
Central Electricity Generating Board on the 
method by which contract price adjustments 
should be calculated has been removed from 
the register of the Registrar of Restrictive 
Trading Agreements under a direction of 
the Board of Trade dated July 30, given 
under Section 12 of the Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act, 1956. 


Agreement 


AFTER the Restrictive Trade Practices 
Court had given its decision on July 31 in 
the case of the Water Tube Boilermakers’ 
Association, Mr. J. B. Woodeson, OBE, 
chairman, commented: ‘In approving the 
agreement of the Water-Tube Boilermakers’ 
Association the Court has shown a realistic 
appreciation of the national importance of 
this great industry and in particular of iis 
achievements in the field of overseas trade.”

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THE CHARM OF KEW 
GARDENS 


Taste and Scholarship Applied to 
Competent Restoration 


A be one is tempted to write about Kew 
as if it were one’s own back garden, 
this is perhaps in a way the measure of 
its universal charm. The gardens have 
something for everybody, and almost 
everybody tends to regard that something 
as their own private discovery. 

Consequently, as Gertrude Stein might 
have said, *‘ Kew is Kew is Kew,’ mean- 
ing take it or leave it, but in either case 
as it is—or rather, was. By the nature of 
things, however, this cannot be done: 
apart from the vagaries of our climate 
and the most useful and continuous 
research which goes on quietly behind the 
scenes, the buildings, ‘follies’ and con- 
ceits which mean so much to those of us 
less horticulturally minded must repre- 
sent a cumulative headache in upkeep. 
Of this we nearly had a disastrous 
example when it looked as if Decimus 
Burton’s splendid Palm House might 
become a total loss. 

It is therefore the more pleasant to be 
able unstintingly to congratulate a 
Ministry of Works which now seems to 
add to brisk and competent reclamation 
an unprecedented degree of taste and 
scholarship. These have been applied at 
Kew in time for a Royal Opening on the 
particularly appropriate occasion of the 
Royal Botanic Gardens’ bicentenary. 
For good measure, Chambers’ Orangery 
(1761) and the Queen’s Cottage (c.1772) 
are thrown in, the former restored to its 
original purpose and the latter refur- 
bished inside and now opened to the 
public. 

As near neighbour, I have watched with 
increasing satisfaction the progress of the 
Palm House repairs. During the compli- 
cated process, like one of those unearthly 
blood-replacement operations, of remov- 
ing the exhibits one section at a time, the 
building looked almost its best, particu- 
larly when a winter sunset transfigured 
the un-condensated glass of the new 
3 ft. 4 in. panes replacing the patchwork 
accretion which it had become. This has 
halved the number of laps, and apart 
from the question of heat-loss (a consis- 
tent temperature and relatively high 
humidity are essential) the visual benefit 
of the curved panes and unobtrusive tight- 
lapped joints is enormous. 

One almost feared the replacement of 
the greenery, but needlessly. To judge 
this, I recommend a stance on the east 
(far) side of the lake, fairly late in the 
day, when the ‘ frondage ’ is outlined with- 
in its glass case, having a quite Rex 
Whistler-ish outline and composition of 
its own. Moreover, those Queen’s Beasts 
(which should surely have been discreetly 
“emboscadoed’” along the Broad Walk 
instead of squatting toadlike before such 
elegance) are decently obscured in those 
conditions. 

The interior of the Queen’s Cottage is 
a revelation. One had rather dismissed 
the nice but overscaled cottage orné 
exterior as unduly heavy and symmet- 
rical. This is entirely explained by the 


interior, a ‘surprisingly classical and 
formal setting for decorous playing at 
picnics by royal personages. The design 
—which includes two balancing, helical 
staircases, one of which leads nowhere— 
is credited to Princess Charlotte after her 
marriage to George IlII—a striking 
example of the cultivated Royal Amateur, 
as are the painted decorations attributed 
to the Princess Elizabeth in 1805. 

The Ministry of Works have achieved 
a sympathetic refurbishing none the 
worse for suggesting a shoe-string budget. 
If the colour—generally a palish blue- 
green—seems a little unadventurous, this 
is probably authentic: and nobody could 
fail to be charmed by the original fire- 
places and doorcases, and the restored 
pelmets with their gilded crossed spears 
and other trophies suspending a well- 
chosen glazed chintz. 
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The Orangery, fond as one was of its 
musty but aromatic Victoriana, will 
quickly console leave-aloners, restored to 
its original function. | Outside I rather 
missed the splendid mixture of Kaiser- 
gelb and London fog, achieved some years 
ago and now replaced with a near 
approach to ‘decorators’ stone.’ But 
inside, a new floor of black and white 
marble, with statuary borrowed from the 
museums, including the Florentine Fran- 
cavilla’s Apollo and Zephyr (c.1577) not 
to mention the stripling orange trees in 
tubs, a little self-conscious amid such 
grandeur, compose a redivivus in its way 
almost as impressive as that at Chiswick 
House. And all this still for 3d., with an 
extra tanner for the Queen’s Cottage— 
surely the best value within reach of both 
Motopia and Submergia!

SCHOOL BUILDING IN 1958 
A Year of Substantial Progress 


: DUCATION in 1958, the annual 
report of the Ministry of Education, 
published in June, comments that as a result 
of the good progress made with the building 
programmes of 1955, 1956 and 1957, the 
largest number of school places ever com- 
pleted in one year became available (98,080 
primary places and 196,830 secondary 
places). There was a temporary decline in 
the amount of new school building started 
but this trend would be reversed when a 
start was made with the five-year programme 
of school building envisaged in the White 
Paper on Secondary Education for All. 
Cost limits for new schools were main- 
tained throughout 1958. The tendency 
noticed in 1957 for tendering to become 
keener was intensified in 1958 and this made 
it somewhat easier to build satisfactory 
schools within the cost limits. In the last six 
months of the year, the basic net cost on 
tender of new primary schools averaged 
£145.6 compared with £146.7 a year pre- 
viously and the limit of £154; the com- 
parable figures for new secondary schools 
were £251.9, £258.2 and £264 respectively. 
Average areas per place were 40.4 square feet 
for primary schools and 71.4 square feet for 
secondary schools, compared with 39.8 square 


feet and 70.4 square feet a year previously. 

The easjer tendering conditions made it 
possible to encourage local education 
authorities to seek fixed price contracts 
(omitting the clauses allowing for fluctua- 
tions in costs of labour and materials) with- 
out increasing the cost limits. In the second 
half of the year, 23 per cent of tenders 
accepted for major projects were on a fixed 
price basis. 

Good progress was made in 1958 with the 
programme of new buildings for technical 
colleges and a start was made on the task 
of expanding training colleges. The decision 
to spend £15,000,000 on providing by Sep- 
tember, 1962, 12,000 extra places in training 
colleges represented a major development of 
building policy. 

There was also a big increase in the 
number of schov! meals projects; following 
an announcement that it would be possible 
in 1959-60 to begin to improve the dining 
conditions at some existing schools, As much 
of this work involved extending and 
remodelling existing premises, useful know- 
ledge was gained for the time when 
remodelling of old schools could begin. 

The report also stated that 1958 was a 
year of re-appraisal of the Ministry's regula- 
tions and building procedures, By the end 
of the year a first draft of new regulations 
had been prepared.

EVERYDAY THINGS 
By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 


LXXXVII.—Ironwork 

I WONDER how many of us there are 

who have gloried in watching the 
village blacksmith at work, and have seen 
him fitting shoes on to horses’ hooves and 
smelt the burning as the warm shoe is 
applied? Perhaps we never thought of the 
skill that goes into the making of the 
shoe and fitting it snugly to the foot. Per- 
haps we never thought of all the other 
things the blacksmith did as well, but if 
you hung around his forge long enough 
you would see the wonders he could make 
out of iron. 

I once worked with a blacksmith and I 
realised what a delicate touch he had with 
all his strength, for when I hit a piece of 
red hot iron on the anvil I found ii gener- 
ally went flat. 

What a fascinating place the black- 
smith’s. shop was, with its anvil, almost 
prehistoric in shape, on which the black- 
smith appeared to do everything, and 
the furnace, exciting to watch as the 
smouldering coke is brought into life by 
the bellows. Primitive? Perhaps, but: it 
still seems to be used as it was in ages 
past. 

Ironwork is, in my opinion, one of the 
most difficult things to design because the 
thicknesses are so important.. A round 
bar expresses something different from a 
square bar of the same size. All the mem- 
bers read in two dimensions and I am 
sure it was the blacksmith who designed 
the ironwork of old because he knew, 
from constantly handIng the material, the 
effect which each piece would give.. When 


scrollwork and leaves with floral patterns 
were in vogue, the work called for the 
height of craftsmanship in execution; 
indeed, the making of a leaf was one of 
the tests in a Guild School, because it 
required exceptional skill. 

These parts were made and assembled 
in the blacksmith’s shop along with his 
other work of putting a metal hoop on 
a wheel and mending the farmer's plough. 

Ironwork, like other parts of a build- 
ing, can tell of history as we admire the 
lovely wire scrollwork of the Spanish, the 
flamboyant interlacing of.the Gothics and 
the solidity and massiveness of the 
Classics. 

The preservation of ironwork is very 
important, for it is amazing how quickly 
it rusts. I seem to remember being told 
that in days gone by, ironwork was dip 
when red hot into oil to prevent it scaling. 
I wonder if this is still done. I find that 
one C. H. Smith, writing in The Builder 
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in 1864, put forward the advantages of 
lime whitening for ‘preserving iron ‘from 
rust. He also noticed that polished steel, 
could be preserved by beating powdered 
lime upon it and that bricklayers always 
smeared their bright trowel with damp 
mortar when leaving work. lL suppose 
what was done in 1864 is still done to- 
day. 

Whether we have lost the art of pre- 
servation or not, I hope at least we shall 
always preserve the village smithy, and 
the chestnut tree as well, where the smith 
can mop-his sweating brow.

BIRMINGHAM OVERSPILL 
Pilot Scheme for Flint 


hese North Wales town of Flint has signed 

an agreement with the Birmingham 
Corporation to build 100 houses for the 
city’s overspill population. The houses are 
to be built on three sites already cleared for 
the purpose. 

The success of this ‘pilot’ scheme will 
depend on whether light industries from 
Birmingham are attracted to North Wales to 
provide employment for the overspill 
families, 

The terms of the agreement are that the 
Birmingham Corporation will pay £8 per 
year for each house over a ten-year period, 
during which time the Birmingham Housing 
Management Committee will have the right 
to nominate tenants from their overspill 
register, The Flint Borough Council will 
also receive the full £24 annual government 
subsidy on overspill houses for 60 years. 

The history of Flint as a borough dates 
back to the year 1284, when a charter was 
granted by Edward I. The town is develop- 
ing rapidly and is the centre of a thriving 
textile industry.

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BUILDING IN THE CITY 


Many New Schemes Approved by Court of Common Council 


Following is a summary of recent deci- 
sions reached by the Court of Common 
Council in regard to new schemes of 
building and development in the City 
since the onset of the printing dispute 
prevented regular publication of the 
Court's proceedings: 


Plans for New Offices Approved 


HE Court of Common Council approved 
@ number of City development projects 
at its meeting at Gvildhail on June 11. 
Messrs. 
House, St. Martins-le-~Grand, EC4, are the 
architects for a seven-storey extension to 
“Empire House,’ which is to be used as 
Offices with seven shops on the ground floor, 
at 149—160 Cheapside and 39 Foster-lane. 
The lower ground floor is to be used for car 
parking and a basement for storage. 
The Court also approved plans by Messrs. 
R. Seifert and Partners, of 28 Great Ormond- 
street, WC1, for the erection of an eight- 
storey office building, with a basement for 
use as storage and a restaurant at 11—22 
Houndsditch and 22—38 (even) Duke’s-place. 
Messrs. Campbell-Jones and Sons, 9 Dow- 
gate Hill, EC4, are the architects for the 
erection of a block of offices at Temple 
House, a site bounded by Cannon-street, 
Tower Royal, the Northern boundary of the 
London Chamber of Commerce building, 
Queen-street, Queen Victoria-street, Sise-lane 
and Budge-row, incorporating the site of 
Budge-row (part), Watling-street, Sise-lane 
and Tower Roval (part). 





Gunton and Gunton, Empire .- 


Messrs. Ellis, Clarke and Gallannaugh, 
37 Soho-square, W1, are the architects for 
the erection of a new six-storey office build- 
ing which was also approved. It is to be at 
20-40 (even) Gresham-street, 26—27 King- 
street, 16—-19 Lawrence-lane, 7—11 Mum- 
ford-court and 9—12, 12a, 13 and 14 Milk- 
street. There will be a car park and storage 
room in the basement and ventilation plant 
and boiler room in the sub-basement. 


Blackfriars Scheme Approved 


The Court of Common Council, on June 
25, rejected a recommendation by the 
Improvements and Town Planning Com- 
mittee that planning permission for the 
erection of a six-storey office building over 
Blackfriars underground station at 179 Queen 
Victoria-street should be refused again. 

On a count of hands, the Court voted in 
favour of an amendment agreeing with the 
proposals of the applicants, London Trans- 
port Executive, and instructing the committee 
to ‘seek the concurrence of London County 
Council to the grant of planning permission.’ 

The committee’s reasons for recommending 
a refusal were that ‘the erection of a building 
having six storeys above ground level would 
obstruct distant views of St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
and would conflict with the present agree- 
ment with the Dean and Chapter as to height 
limitations of buildings around the cathedral.’ 

When the committee first recommended the 
refusal of the application, on March § last, 
the court referred the matter back for further 
consideration. 


LLOYDS BANK, BUCKLERSBURY HOUSE.—A panoramic view of the City of London 
decorates the facia of the suspended ceiling that marks the central area in this new branch 
bank. The planning is unusual in that there is public circulation space around a central counter 
instead of the more usual banking hall layout with one straight counter. The lighting is also 
rather unusual with 33 recessed fittings providing overall lighting for the public area plus a 
number of decorative wall bracket fittings. The central clerks’ area is illuminated by fluorescent 
tubes. The architects are Campbell-jones & Sons and the contractors were Trollope & Colls, 
Ltd. The light fittings were all supplied by the General Electric Co., Ltd. 
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The Court also approved the drawings for 

the following proposed developments : — 
_ Erection of an office building, including 
licensed premises, a bank and a retail shop, at 
parts of 8 and 9, and 10, 11 and 12 New Bridge- 
street, 1 Bridewell-place and 14 Bride-lane 
(Shingler and Risdon, FF /ARIBA, 47 Bedford- 
row, WC1); 

Erection of a multi-storey office building, at 
61 to 64, 65A, 65B, 66 and 67 Holborn Viaduct 
and Jand at the rear situated over the disused 
railway station next to Snow-hill and 37 to 44 
Snow-hill (J. Seymour Harris and Partners, 
FRIBA, 3/4 Greenfield-crescent, Five Ways, 
Birmingham, 15). 

The drawings and details of materials for the 
erection of a nine-storey office building with a 
basement car park, at parts of 30 to 35 Fetter- 
lane, parts of 5, 7 and 9 to 23 and part of 
25 Great New-street, part of Nevill’s-court and 
Goldsmith-court (C. mund Wilford and Son, 
F/ARIBA, 2 Green-street, W1). 


‘Distant Views’ of St. Paul’s Defined 


A definition of what was meant by ‘ dis- 
tam views’ of St. Paul's was given at the 
Court of Common Council on July 9 by 
Mr. B. G. ARTHUR, chairman of the Im- 
provements and Town Planning Committee, 
He said that the term ‘distant views’ was 
usually applied to the views obtained from 
the bridges and various positions on the 
Victoria Embankment. 

Mr. F. C. ANDERSON asked if it was pro- 
posed to come to some decision about the 
Metropolitan Railway in the Barbican area 
‘right away without necessarily waiting for 
the answers to all the other problems arising 
in the area.” 

Mr. E. F. WILKIN, deputy chairman of 
the Barbican Committee, welcomed the sense 
of urgency implied in the question about 
the necessity for coming to decisions con- 
cerning the redevelopment of the Barbican 
area. His committee had invited other com- 
mittees concerned to submit their observa- 
tions on the broad principles of the scheme 
to the Barbican Committee by the end of 
July. 

He hoped that those views would be avail- 
able so that the Barbican Committee could 
consider them before the recess, so that a 
report could be submitted to the Court 
shortly afterwards. 

‘The covering of the Metropolitan Rail- 
way is obviously a fundamental principle 
affecting the whole scheme and one upon 
which a decision is required at the outset. 
I am sure my committee will consider it in 
this light,’ he concluded. 


Developments Permitted 


The Court agreed to the recommendations 
of the Improvements and Town Planning 
Committee to permit the following develop- 
ments in accordance with the plans sub- 
mitted : 

Cannon Street Station, between Cannon- 
street and Upper Thames-street and 9 to Il 
Bush-lane: erection of a new station and office 
blocks, shops, a restaurant, engineers’ drawing 
offices and laboratories, etc. (Developers: 
Southern Railway, Victoria Station.) 

1 to 4, Amen Corner and 13, 13a and 14, 
Warwick-lane: erection of a block of twelve 
flats, a caretaker’s flat and a penthouse. (Archi- 
tects: E. Norman Bailey and Partners, 25/7 
Catherine-place, SW1.) 

Approval was given to drawings for the 
erection of single-storey shops and the improve- 
ment of the entrance to Hamilton House for 
a period of 20 years at 135 to 153, Bishopsgate. 
(Developers : state and Rating Surveyor, 
Eastern Region, British Railways, Marylebone 
Station, NW1.) 

Approval was also given to drawings for 
the following: ‘Temple House’; site bounded 
by Cannon-street, Tower Royal, the northern 
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Storage Equipment

New 7-acre Redevelopment Unit 
Approved 


Proposals for the establishment of a 
further redevelopment unit in the City of 
London were submitted to and approved by 
the Court of Common Council on July 23 
by the Improvements and Town Planning 
Committee. The total estimated cost of the 
unit (Redevelopment Unit. No. 3) is 
£2,196,000. 

Having a total area of some 7.31 acres, 
the unit will comprise land bounded by: 
Aldersgate-street, Fann-street, Viscount- 
street, the northern and western boundaries 
of 13/15 Bridgewater-square, the northern 
and western sides of Bridgewater-square, the 
western boundary of 6/9 Bridgewater-square 
and Murray House, Barbican, and also in- 
cludes Bridgewater-street, Cripplegate-street, 
Viscount-street, Brackley-street, the western 
boundary of Cripplegate Institute, Cripple- 
gate-street,- Golden-lane, the northern side 
of Sun-close, the City boundary, the western 
boundaries of 34/39 Beech-street, Beech- 
street and the western boundary of 41 Bar- 
bican. 

The whole of the proposed unit is at pre- 
sent zoned for commerce and is part of the 
Barbican area which was the subject of a 
report to the Corporation by Messrs. Cham- 
berlin, Powell and Bon. The Town Plan- 
ning committee’s report states that for the 
purpose of drawing up draft financial esti- 
mates of expenditure a form of layout for 
the land within the new unit has been pre- 
pared, based substantially on the proposals 
for the area north of Barbican: 

This layout provides for a ‘ mixed’ deve- 
lopment comprising residential accommoda- 
tion and commercial buildings, including 
accommodation for a large railway parcels 
depot, fire station, etc, to be removed from 
the present sites in Whitecross-street, to- 
gether with the widening and improvement 
of certain streets in the area. 

‘We desire to emphasise, however, that 
the layout to be adopted for permanent rede- 
velopment of the area north of the Barbican 
must be dependent upon the final decision 
of the Court upon Messrs. Chamberlin, 
Powell and Bon’s report,’ say the committee. 

After the chairman of the committee, Mr. 
BENJAMIN ARTHUR, had stressed the necessity 
for a decision to save delay, the Court 
approved the proposals without discussion. 

After their report on reconstruction, the 
committee then submitted one on demoli- 
tion. This related to the Tower of St. 
Alban, Wood-street. The committee recom- 


mended, with the concurrence of the Special 
Committee, that appropriate provisions be 
inserted in the next Various Powers Bill 
empowering the Corporation to take down 
the remains of the Tower to enable the site 
to be absorbed into the proposed widening 
of Wood-street. 

However, after the Town Clerk had 
announced the receipt of a letter from the 
Ancient Monuments Preservation Society 
containing reasons why the tower should not 
be demolished, it was decided to postpone 
a decision on the recommendation before 
the Court so that the letter might be con- 
sidered by the appropriate committee. 

The Court approved an application for 
the erection of a 16-storey building for use 
as an automatic car park, with showrooms 
on the first floor, on a site in Redevelopment 
Unit No. 34. The site has already been 


earmarked for car-parking. The same appli- © 


cation also contained proposals for an eight- 
storey building for use as showrooms and 
licensed premises with a warehouse above. 
These developments will be on the site of 
140 to 156 Houndsditch, 2 to 38 Stoney- 
lane, 14 to 18 Back Gravel-lane, 2 to 7 St. 
Botolph-row 1 to 6 Gun-square, 15 to 21 
and 22 to 32 (even) Gravel-lane and Incor- 
porating the highway of Gun-square and 
part of Gravel-lane. (Howard Lobb and 
Partners, Gower-street, W.) 

Other proposed developments which received 
approval were: 3a, 4a, 4 and 5 New London- 
street, 11 Hart-street and 69 and 70 Mark-lane 
for an office building with shops on the ground 
floor next to New London-street. and with a 
basement car park in accordance with plans 
submitted and subject to certain conditions. 
(City of London Real Property Co., Ltd., Mark- 
lane, EC.) A site bounded by Great Tower- 
street, Tower Hill, Lower Thames-street and 
proposed new road from Lower-Thames-street 
to Great Tower-street for a new office building 
in accordance with an outline application. 
(Harry Watney, Fredericks-place, EC2.) 

A site bounded by Carter-lane, Knightrider- 
street, proposed forecourt about St. Nicholas 
Cole Abbey, Queen Victoria-street and the 
western boundary of St. Paul's Vista for an 
office building with restaurant or shops and 
incorporating licensed premises, a post office, 
and a car park in accordance with an outline 
application. (Gordon Stanham, Fenchurch- 
street, E.C.) 

The Court also approved drawings submitted 
in compliance with conditions of permission 
which has already been granted for a multi-floor 
car park at 158 to 170 Aldersgate-street, 1 to 
5. 16 to 22 and parts of 6 and 11 to 15 Man- 
chester-avenue, part of Queen-square, and 5 and 
6, parts of 1 to 4 and 7 Queen-square, Bow- 
man’s-buildings, 3 to 6 and part of 1 and 2 
Half Moon-Court and parts of 30 and 31 Bar- 
tholomew-close. A headquarters’ building for 
London Salvage Corps at 135 to 146 Aldersgate- 
street, 89 to 92 Long-lane and 17 Newbury- 
street. A twelve-storey nurses home, St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Hospital, Little Britain. A new 
building for use as offices (Kempson House) 
at 71 to 76 Houndsditch and 35 to 37 Camomile- 
street. An office building with basement, ground 
end first floors at 38 Walbrook.

Police Commissioner on Locks 


CapTain H. P. Grecory, Assistant Com- 
missioner of the City of London Police, was 
the guest of honour of the LMBA at a 
luncheon in the Horseshoe Restaurant 
before the July meeting of the Council. The 
President, Mr. K. J. Pearce, presided. 

In an address to the Council Captain 
Gregory gave a brief outline of some of 
the methods which building firms might 
adopt to prevent attacks on wages, and 
urged firms to get into touch with their local

police headquarters for advice on the sub- 
ject, He also urged that special considera- 
tion be given to the subject of locks, both 
inside and outside new blocks of buildings. 
An ordinary four-lever lock could be opened 
with nine simple home-made keys: a five- 
lever lock would involve the use of some 
five hundred keys. 

At the end of the meeting Mr. STANLEY 
FARROW gave a graphic account of his recent 
visit to Australia, on which he represented 
the National Federation at the centenary 
meeting there of the Australian Institute of 
Builders. 


GREEN BELT ALONG SOUTH 
COAST 
Strong Objections by Builders 


HE Hampshire area’ of the Southern 

Counties Federation of Building Trades 
Employers was among the objectors at the 
public inquiry into Hampshire County Coun, 
cil’s plan to impose a green belt in the south 
of the county, stretching along the coast 
from West Sussex to Dorset, 

Presenting the objection, Mr. E. A. 
VAUGHAN-NEIL said the building industry 
foresaw that if the local planning authority 
had their way and the green belt proposal 
was confirmed by the Minister, conditions 
that were now onerous would become even 
worse. The restrictive attitude of planning 
authorities would be strengthened. 

Demonstrably, he said, an effect of the 
restriction was to increase the price of 
building land. ‘I do not think it will be 
disputed,’ he added, ‘ that suburban land in 
the vicinity of Southampton is realising as 
much as £7,000 an acre, without road 
charges. The effect of this trend is that the 
ordinary builder is finding it more and more 
difficult to do the job allotted to him in the 
community. He is supposed to be getting 
on with building houses, and it is Govern- 
ment policy, frequently reiterated, that this 
shoula be a property-owning democracy. 
The Federation for whom I am speaking 
fear that if this green belt proposal goes 
forward im its present form, the provision 
which has been’made for houses will tend 
to favour the local housing ‘authority. You 
will have the remarkable situation in which 
the County Council are frustrating declared 
government policy.’ 

The Federation asked that the green belt 
should be rejected, not because it was wrong, 
but because it was premature. It should 
follow the review next year of the county 
development plan. 

For the planning authority, Mr. J. H. 
MakTIN said their whole case was ‘ Now is 
the time—before it is too late. If there was 
to. be a green belt at all, the time had to 
come when its effects would be to slow 
down the rate of house-building. 


Safety in Building 

Following an Australian-wide campaign 
to improve safety in the building industry 
a permanent safety organisation is to be set 
up. More than 120,000 workers who 
co-operated in the experiment have now 
formed safety committees on building 
projects. They will meet regularly to discuss 
safety improvements. Master builders will 
co-operate through a general safety com- 
mittee on which unions and insurance com- 
panies will be represented.

A Plan to Overcome Congestion 


‘ ONDON'S traffic is dangerously near 

to a total standstill,’ says the report 
of the Committee on London Roads pub- 
lished on July 24. The committee, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Richard Nugent, 
MP, Joint Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Transport and Civil Aviation. 
have proposed a three point attack on the 
problem without spoiling the traditional 
character of the capital. Two programmes 
have been drawn up; the first, to cost 
£120m., is based on annual expenditure 
of £6m. over a twenty-year period, and 
the second, to cost £200m., based on 
annual expenditure of £10m. over the 
same period. 

Outlining the task the report states that 
the main traffic problem is congestion at 
the centre aggravated by parked cars 
clogging not only the main arteries, but 
also minor streets which often afford 
alternative routes. Most of the delays 
occur at intersections and more especi- 
ally at major ones where the proportion 
of turning traffic is highest. 

In both programmes emphasis is laid 
on the improvement of existing roads by 
widening, by improving major intersec- 
tions where congestion is greatest, and by 
removing bottlenecks, mainly on the inner 
circular route and the intersecting cross 
routes. At certain junctions the principle 
of grade separation will be applied by the 
construction of fly-overs and underpasses. 































At intersections where the proportion of 
turning traffic is high, roundabouts will be 
provided. The possibility of incorporating 
grade separation at these will be con- 
sidered at a later date having regard to 
the increase of traffic and the effect on 
the amenities of the neighbourhood. 
The £200m. programme includes addi- 
tional schemes concentrated on the exten- 
sion of certain main radials into London, 
the inner circular route and the cross 
routes. The schemes have been designed 
to increase traffic capacity during the 
working day by approximately 50 per 
cent over the 1956 volume. 

The committee further suggest that the 
traffic needs of London can more satisfac- 
torily be met if, in addition to the imple- 
mentation of at least the £120m. pro- 
gramme, a progressive development of 
parking meter schemes be put into effect 
together with the planned provision of off- 
street parking garages (e.g., multi-storey 
car parks) and the strict enforcement of 
‘no waiting’ regulations. 

Since 1951 a policy whereby deve- 
lopers of land are required by the Council 
to provide car-parking facilities for new 
buildings as a condition of consent to their 
planning applications, has helped to 
steady the situation. Although many 
thousands of car-parking spaces have been 
provided in this way, the majority of the 
development in central London consists 
of older buildings for which no space 
exists for such provision. The question 
of providing off-street car-parking facili- 
ties, states the report, is one that requires 
considerable thought. Site and building 
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costs in central London may amount to 
£1,500 per car space and consequently the 
economic charge would be in the region 
of 12s. 6d. per day assuming an 80 per 
cent day time occupation. This is 
obviously prohibitive and the financial 
risk involved for private enterprise too 
great. These considerations form the 
bases of the opinion that financial support 
from the Government, at least at the out- 
set, would be desirable. 

It is estimated that the rehousing 
liabilities for the road programmes will 
involve some 19,000 persons (requiring at 
least 5,000 dwellings) for the £120m. 
scheme, and some 37,000 persons (requir- 
ing at least 10,000 dwellings) for the 
£200m. scheme. 

The safety and convenience of pedes- 
trians is no less important than the pro- 
vision for increased traffic and enabling 
it to move more freely. Where major 
intersections and busy roads are improved 
to let traffic flow continuously, it will be 
necessary to provide for the segregation 
of vehicles from pedestrians. The com- 
mittee advocate the wider use of subways 
and upper level walkways. 

Over the question of Urban Motorways 
(e.g., the *‘ A Ring,’ the ‘ B Ring’ and the 
Riverside Highway) the report states that, 
although such ideas may have a place in 
London in the future, it has not been pos- 
sible to reach any conclusions on the 
merits of these projects since their con- 
struction is not feasible within the fore- 
seeable financial limits.

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A HOUSING RETROSPECT 


By C. W. Craske, MM, FRIBA(Ret) 


F you had visited Birmingham in the 

autumn of 1919, you might have seen 
a platform erected in front of the Coun- 
cil House, with the City Police Band 
seated thereon, about to perform the 
standard selection from ‘ The Maid of the 
Mountains, and other popular favourites 
of the day. Also seated on the platform 
would be the Director of the newly con- 
stituted Housing and Estates Department, 
looking a little embarrassed at such unac- 
customed publicity. 

The object of this demonstration was 
to promote the sale of Housing Bonds, 
the public being further urged by a plenti- 
ful display of posters bearing slogans. {t 
is interesting to recall that the city was 
quite prepared, as always, to set about the 
job without waiting for help from the 
Government; but this was soon forth- 
coming under the Addison Act of 1919. 
Under this Act alone, more than 200,000 
houses were built by local authorities 
during the first ten years after the war. 

Although inexperienced, for the greater 
part, in the design of ‘houses for the 
working classes,’ architects who had done 
little professional work of any kind for 
five years joined the new movement with 
enthusiasm. My own chief at Birming- 
ham, the late Mr. W. I. Travers, FRIBA, 
often spent the night at his drawing board, 
preparing plans for committee on the 
morrow. 

Large authorities made their architects 
chief officers or deputies; smaller ones 
engaged architectural assistants, generally 
under borough engineers and surveyors. 
As an assistant I went to Willesden in 
1920, thence to Greenwich in 1924, where 
I stayed. Despite earnest efforts on my 
part to widen my experience with other 
kinds of work, I was never allowed to do 
anything but housing. Perhaps it was as 
well. 


Makeshift Methods and Materials 


Just as happened again in 1945, basic 
materials were hard to get, and prices 
rose rapidly. Bricks being particularly 
scarce, various alternative ways of build- 
ing walls were proposed and tried out. 
The more rational methods (each of which 
was called a ‘ system’) used concrete— 
either in the mass, poured between rising 
shuttering, or (more often) in precast 
slabs, generally in two leaves with a 
cavity bridged by wall-ties. Several of 
these systems were very good, and 
examples can still be seen in sound con- 
dition. 

The ‘Atholl’ steel house seemed to 
have a great future, and should have been 
persevered with. Terracotta manufac- 
turers entered the field, but the blocks 
they produced were only suitable for 
masons. A firm that acquired a slate 
quarry, and offered slabs like tombstones 
for cladding, didn’t last long. As soon as 
English bricks became available, they 
soon ousted all competitors. 

The English clay tile industry was less 
successful. For a few years we made do 
with the picturesque and excellent inter- 
locking tiles of Marseilles, Courtrai, and 
Tournai. Then someone hit upon the 


bright idea of making much the same 
thing in concrete. You can see examples 
of a prototype, made by the ‘ Everlast- 
ing Tile’ Co., Ltd., on some of the older 
housing estates to-day. The concrete tile 
came to stay, and its clay rival never 
quite regained its former place in the field 
of small housing. 

Structural timber was also scarce, but 
we were never rationed; if you could get 
it you could use it. Economies were 
sought in reduced standards of.construc- 
tion. We had to drop the old rule-of- 
thumb for depth of floor joists; which 
was to divide the span in feet by 2 and 
add 2, the result being the depth in inches. 
In practice, 7 in. became the regular 


. depth, whatever the span, and the spacing 


was increased. 
Early Housing Standards 


First attempts to do without joists at 
ground flood level led to disaster. Site 
concrete (often no thicker than 4 in.) had 
brush-coated flooring nailed to it direct, 
or on wood fillets. To be sure, there was 
supposed to be a coating of bitumen over 
the concrete, but this was often too thin 
and patchy to be of much use. The 
unforeseen but inevitable attack of dry- 
rot followed within a year. Thousands 
of pounds were lost in rectifying this 
error, but much was learned about dry- 
rot, which had not previously been seri- 
ously studied. At this most opportune 
time the Building Research Station began 
its helpful service to all in structural diffi- 
culties. 

The Housing Act of 1924 (Wheatley) 
was generous in its planning standards, 
allowing up to 950 ft. sup. for a 2-storey 
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cottage. This led to the general provi- 
sion of 3 bedrooms, a living room, 
parlour, and sometimes a small kitchen 
or scullery. Minimum sizes for rooms 
were very much as they are to-day, 
excepting the living room, which could 
be smaller on account of the parlour. 
A 2-bedroom house was allowed 4 per- 
sons, 3-bedroom=5, 4 bedroom=7. A 
small child counted as half a person. 
In order to qualify for subsidy, every 
house built after the war had to have a 
fixed bath, but it was not until 1924 that 
the words were added: ‘in a bathroom.’ 
Previously, the bath was generally put in 
the kitchen, under a table top, near the 
copper, from which hot water was sup- 
plied either by gravity or by a syphon 
valve such as the *Leighway. In this 
position the bath could readily be used 
for the storage of coal and firewood; and 
I daresay it was often so used, though | 
never came across an instance myself. 
Rules for density of houses were set 
out in Ministry of Health Circular 520, 
dated August 20, 1924. We were not to 
exceed 8 houses per acre in an agricul- 
tural parish, or 12 elsewhere: but, in 
elegant language, the circular went on to 
say: ‘ Where the local authority desire to 
exceed these standards; the Minister will 
wish to be furnished with the considera- 
tions which have led the local authority 
to consider that the normal standard 
should be exceeded in the particular case.’ 
Some three years later, it was realised 
that a house of 950 ft. was costing too 
much to build, and the Ministry ordered 
a somewhat drastic reduction. ‘The 
Minister is advised,’ said the circular, 
‘that an adequate 3-bedroom house can 
be planned within a floor area of 760 sq. 
ft.’ It was a difficult planning problem 
that now had to be solved. 
We worked loyally to these restrictions, 
under the willing guidance of senior

age was compelling local authorities in London to abandon the building of houses at 12 per acre 
and to build upwards in order to increase densities. 
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officers of the Ministry, to whom too little 
credit has been given for their help to 
local authorities during the early and 
largely experimental years. 

The Chief Architect, Dr. Raymond 
Unwin, brought to the Ministry the 
wealth of knowledge and experience that 
ne had gained in the development of 
garden city and suburb. He was very 
approachable, and would gladly discuss 
your design down to the smallest detail. 
In his absence, the same friendly expert 
criticism was supplied by his deputy, Mr. 
S. Pointon Taylor. I have very pleasant 
recollections of the help and encourage- 
ment which these architects gave to one 
who was still a beginner. 

Fittings and Finishes 

Standards of equipment and internal 
finish were at first so low as to give a 
very primitive appearance. It must be 
noted, however, that in the early years 
new housing was geared to slum clear- 
ance; old dwellings could only be 
demolished as and when new were pro- 
vided. The original tenants might indeed 
find accommodation elsewhere, but new 
houses aided by subsidy were strictly for 
the ‘working classes’; and the notion 
that it was the duty of a housing authority 
to provide for all grades of society was 
not then recognised. 


In this connection it is of interest to 
see how the term ‘ working classes’ was 
defined. The Act of 1925, repeating an 
earlier definition, said that the term 
included * mechanics, artisans, labourers 
and others working for wages, hawkers, 
costermongers, persons not working for 


wages but working at some trade or han- 
dicraft without employing others, except 
members of their own family, and per- 
sons other than domestic servants, whose 
income in any case does not exceed an 
average of three pounds a week, and the 
families of any such persons who may be 
residing with them.” Away back in 1915 
it had been held that a chauffeur might 
be a member of the working classes 
-_ v. St. Marylebone Borough Coun- 
cil). 

The provision of a bath as a standard 
fitting has been mentioned, and even when 
a bathroom was provided it was often 
found convenient to put it downstairs, so 
that hot water could be obtained from 
the copper. Nonetheless, it was felt that 
other means should be explored, and I 
was sent one day to look at an imported 
bath, provided with its own apparatus for 
heating the water. This consisted of a 
row of gas jets running all along the 
underside of the bath, controlled by a 
single tap. The advantage was claimed 
that the user could ‘hot up’ the water 
again when it began to cool off; but as 
it seemed to me that he would probably 
be unconscious by that time, I reported 
against the invention, and I am _ not 
aware that any specimen was sold. The 
properly designed gas water heater was, 
however, soon to become a valuable aid: 
and the bathroom could then easily be 
planned at bedroom level. What was 
more, you could have a lavatory basin; 
and our plans from 1930 onwards always 
provided for this fitting. 

The old brick-built copper died hard, 
but was replaced in the early ‘twenties by 
one of cast iron, self-setting but still 


requiring its own brick flue. You there- 
fore put it as close as possible to the 
main chimney breast, so that the flue 
could go up with that which served the 
‘Larbert’ range, or the newly invented 
* Interoven ’ or * Servall.’ For many years, 
solid fuel was preferred to gas or elec- 
tricity for cooking apparatus. 

In the course of what was called 


‘interior decoration’ the kitchen, bath-, 


room and we originally got nothing, 
being usually unplastered. Other walls 
were distempered; and the very first coat 
was often enough to set up a plague of 
eruptions on the surface of the plaster, 
known as ‘ popping and pitting.” The 
cause of this unsightly defect goes back 
to the old practice of running the lime of 
the setting coat into putty ‘one month 
before using.’ (Macey, 1904.) This pro- 
cess was carried out in the open, allowing 
fragments of coke breeze, unslaked par- 
ticles, and other impurities to settle in the 
pit unchecked. 

Ceiling board did not come into general 
use much before 1930, Up to that time, 
ceilings were still of lath and plaster; and 
sizeable pieces would from time to time 
fall into the Sunday dinner, because the 
technique of making a firm key was 
rapidly becoming lost. After a number 
of claims for the damage done by such 
mishaps, the battening of ceilings was car- 
ried out whenever the appearance of 
cracks warned us of impending accident. 

Stain rather than paint was used wher- 
ever possible. The ‘Woco’ Columbian 
pine door, together with its rivals, took 
stain admirably, and there was very little 
other woodwork to paint. A picture rail 
was allowed in the living room; and it is 
a sad commentary on the times that we 
thought it well worth while to detach it 
from the wall, to make easier the appli- 
cation of the blow-lamp. 

Achievement 


Up to the end of March, 1930, the

The switch from private enterprise to 
local authority activities, after the passing 
of the Wheatley Act, is noteworthy. 

It was estimated that about 500,000 
houses of comparable size, unaided by 
the State, were built during the same ten- 
year period. As the original survey of 
post-war needs, made in 1919, put the 
figure of the shortage at 800,000, it would 
at first sight seem that a surplus had been 
created. As the years passed, however, 
with very little impression on the waiting 
lists, it was realised that the initial esti- 
mate was very wide of the mark. By 
1930, it was considered that the shortage 


Grand total 
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of houses for letting, at rents which the 
‘working classes’ could afford, was still 
over half a million. 

In that year, taking the country as a 
whole, the cost of a three-bedroom non- 
parlour house was about £350. In Lon- 
don we could not build such a house for 
less than £400—a figure which had only 
been made possible by drastic cuts both 
in size and quality. But during the last 
few years between the wars restrictions 
were gradually relaxed; and by 1939 we 
were building both houses and flats at 
about £500 per dwelling, so greatly 
improved in every respect that offers and 
inquiries were actually received from 
would-be purchasers. 


The Block of Flats: 1935 Onwards 


One fine day in 1935, the Mayor, Alder- 
men, Councillors and chief officers of the 
Greenwich Borough Council proceeded 
in state to a little side-street off Black- 
wall-lane to open the first block of council 
flats, named Meridian House. Similar 
ceremonies were taking place in all parts 
of London, for it was no longer possible 
to build houses at 12 to the acre, and 
there was no alternative but to build 
upwards at about twice that density. 

I have refreshed my memory of that 
block by a recent visit. I was prepared 
to regard it with that curious mixture of 
pity and contempt with which we com- 
monly regard the works of nearly a quar- 
ter of a century ago. To my agreeable 
surprise, it didn’t look nearly so bad as I 
expected, and the reason was to be seen 
in that wonderful realisation of the possi- 
bilities of colour, which seems to have 
dawned upon us in the last few years. 
You see, at the time in question, practic- 
ally the only colours on our palette were 
Brunswick green, and a peculiarly hid- 
eous shade called ‘maroon.’ Meridian 
House had originally been ‘ done’ in one 
or other of these; but as I looked at it 
recently, I was delighted to see every 
front door a different colour, the old 
black balcony balustrade painted cream, 
everything as bright and clean as a new 
pin, and by no means unattractive. 

To be sure, you have only to enter the 
common staircase to find walls of dull 
stocks with a Southwater dado; and I 
dare say the interiors of the flats lack a 
good many desirable things. The sur- 
rounding courtyard, too, is of dull grey 
tarmac; the little forecourt where we 
sowed grass seed is black and muddy. 
But the general effect is encouraging. 

From Meridian House, which is four- 
story (I submit a photograph taken on 
completion} we proceeded to five-storey 
blocks, then considered very daring for a 
direct-labour squad with only timber 
scaffolding. The pre-war bricklayers and 
scaffolders, all of whom I knew by name, 
are veterans now; many of them have 
passed on. They would of course have 
been amazed, not to say alarmed, by the 
10 to 1S-storey blecks that are now 
becoming commonplace. And not with- 
out reason; for the technical and man- 
agement problems involved are as yet not 
fully appreciated. I consider myself for- 
tunate, in having reached retiring age just 
at the right time to be able to behold 
these wonders with complete detachment.

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Location of Industry and Population 


A Paper at the Town Planning 


ROFESSOR J. SYKES, OBE, read a 

paper entitled *‘ Location of Industry and 
Population’ at a meeting of the Town Plan- 
ning Institute, held at the Livingstone Hall, 
Westminster, earlier this year. Following are 
extracts from this paper :— 

I propose to look at a few aspects of the 
subject as they concern an economist 
interested in the control of industrial loca- 
tion initiated by the Distribution of Industry 
Act, 1945. 

A start can be made by asking what 
changes have taken place in the distribution 
of insured workpeople between the several 
administrative regions of the country during 
recent years. The following table offers 
figures of such changes between 1949 and 
1957. Earlier figures have not been used 
because it is difficult to compare them 
accurately with later figures.

Dorset was taken away from 
Southern region in 1957 and added to South Western 
region. The figure for each of these regions for 1957 has 
been based on the growth shown by each region in the 
previous year. 
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The average increasé¢ of insured numbers 
in Great Britain during the eight years 1949- 
57 was 7.5 per cent. The average increase 
for particular regions varied from 18.0 per 
cent down to 3.7 per cent. This is a not 
inconsiderable variation. The high rates of 
growth in Eastern and Southern regions are 
worthy of remark. If to these are added 
London and South Eastern region, these 
three contiguous regions accounted for 
nearly one-half of the total growth in Great 
Britain, although in 1949 they accounted for 
not much more than one-third of Great 
Britain’s insured figure. Another fifth of the 
total growth in Great Britain was jointly 
accounted for by the two Midland regions. 


Development Areas 


No more than one-fifth took place in the 
four regions (Scotland, Northern, North 
Western and Wales) which contain the 
Development Areas scheduled under the 
Distribution of Industry Act, 1945. Since 
these four regions contained in 1949 virtually 
the same proportion of Great Britain's 
insured population as the three regions of 
London and South Eastern, Southern, and 
Eastern, it is striking that the former should 
have increased their numbers by only one- 
fifth compared with nearly one-half by the 
latter. 

Stated differently, out of every ten insured 
persons added to these two groups of regions 
during the period, London and South 
Eastern-Southern-Eastern accounted for

seven, but North Western-Wales-Northern- 
Scotland accounted for only three. 

The Barlow Report, published in 1940, 
cited figures showing the percentage growth 
of the insured population during the peridd 
1923-37. These figures are not comparable 
with those of Table 1 because the present- 
day regions are not similar to those named 
in the Barlow Report, and the insured num- 
bers covered by the Barlow figures extended 
over fewer industries and a smaller propor- 
tion of Great Britain’s occuvied population 
than the figures for 1949-57. Nevertheless, 
the figures for 1923-37 show that, compared 
with a rise in Great Britain of about 22 per 
cent, the number of insured persons in Lon- 
don and the Home Counties rose by nearly 
43 per cent, in the Midland counties by over 
28 per cent, in West Riding, Notts and Derby 
by 15 per cent, in mid-Scotland by under 10 
per cent, in Lancashire by under 8 per cent, 
in Northumberland and Durham by under 5 
per cent, and in Glamorgan and Monmouth 
they fell by over 4 per cent. 


Continuing Trends 


These trends are not conspicuously dif- 
ferent from those of 1949-57, For, in both 
periods, insured numbers grew by most in 
the south eastern counties; the next largest 
growth occurred in the midland counties; 
and the counties where the development 
areas are situated recorded the smallest 
growth—the south Wales counties actually 
losing numbers. 

If it is indeed the case that the post-1949 
trends of change in the insured population 
of the eleven administrative regions are a 
replica—or continuation—of similar trends 
operative throughout the inter-war period, 
is it not a matter of interest to town plan- 
ners? For, although not the only factor, do 
not changes in the distribution of the 
occupied population cause changes in the 
same direction in the distribution of the 
aggregate population as between the eleven 
regions ? 

The next table bears upon this matter. 
The regional order of Table 1 is shown in 
the figures in brackets.

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Although the percentage changes in popu- 
lation during 1949-57 were smaller than the 
percentage changes in insured numbers, in 
general the region order is more similar than 
dissimilar. Moreover, as in Table 1, Eastern 
and Southern regions outstand in their high 
rate of growth. In a much less degree, the 
two Midland regions outstand from the 
remaining regions; and this was also the case 
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in Table 1. Lastly, with the exception of 
Northern region, the regions containing the 
Development Areas (Wales, North Western, 
Scotland and Northern) occupy the bottom 
part of the table—in Table 1 they are the 
four lowest. This general consilience 
between the percentage changes in the num- 
Ser of insured persons, and in those of total 
populations, supports the suggestion made 
above that, as regions gain or lose insured 
numbers, they also gain or lose total popula- 
tion in roughly similar measure, 


Regional Disparities 


It may be concluded, therefore, that the 
somewhat contrasted changes in the distri- 
bution between regions of insured, persons 
has been a significant cause of the contrasted 
changes in the distribution between regions 
of total population. 

That, as Table 2 shows, over 51 per cent 
of the growth of population in Great Britain 
between 1949 and 1957 took place in the two 
neighbouring regions of -Eastern ahd 
Southern, is arresting: it is even more so 
because these two regions accounted for 
under 12 per cent of Great Britain’s popula- 
tion in 1949. It is significant, too, that the 
two Midland regions recorded over 27 per 
cent of the growth of Great Britain’s popu- 
lation because they had only some 16 per 
cent of Great Britain's population in 1949. 
The counterpart of these disproportionate 
increases of population is, of course, that the 
remaining seven regions shared an increase 
in their inhabitants of under a quarter of 
the total increase in Great Britain. 

Analysis shows that Eastern and Southern 
regions gained conspicuously in their popu- 
lations during the period 1949-57; that the 
two Midland regions gained much less, but 
nevertheless considerably; South Western 
region followed, with a rise higher than 
the national average; but all the other 
regions—Northern, East and West Ridings, 
Wales, London and South Eastern, North 
Western and Scotland—increased population 
at a fate less than the national average. 
Scotland actually lost population—being the 
only region to do so, 

The association between changes of 
insured population in the different regions 
and changes in their total population is also 
illustrated. While such changes in the insured 
population are not the only cause of changes 
in the total population of the regions, the 
high coefficient of correlation suggests that 
they constitute an important cause. Why, 
then, did the different regions experience 
different rates of growth of their insured 
numbers? 


Underlying Reasons 


Two important reasons may be identified. 
First, the various regions had industrial 
structures in 1949 in which industries that 
expanded or contracted subsequently were 
represented in different strength. Second, 
those industries which expanded or con- 
tracted during 1949-57 increased or decreased 
the insured numbers attached to them in 
different proportions in different regions. 

May I turn now to consider the control 
over the distribution of industry that was 
begun under the Distribution of Industry 
Act, 1945, and still continues? There is not 
time now to examine the detailed results 
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of that control, but something may be said 
about its working. 

The first—and primary—objective was to 
rehabilitate those parts of the country that 
suffered abnormally high rates of unemploy- 
ment in the 1930s. The areas affected were 
scheduled as development areas—namely, 
North Scotland, Scottish, North Eastern, 
West Cumberland, North East Lancashire, 
South Lancashire, Merseyside, Wrexham, 
and South Wales. The method adopted was 
to try to induce industrial firms to locate 
their new enterprises there, and to assist 
existing firms in the areas to grow. It was 
expected that both would expand employ- 
ment, and curtail unemployment. 


New Industrial Building 


Between mid-1945 and the end of 1957, 
new industrial building amounting to 
100,426 thousand sq. ft. was completed in 
the development areas. This, consisting of 
3,199 projects, was nearly 27} per cent of 
the total for Great Britain. Since the 
development areas accounted for only about 
18 per cent of Great Britain’s insured 
numbers in manufacturing industry, 
evidently they have had more than their 
proportionate share of Great Britain’s new 
industrial building. There are no statistical 
data to show how existing industrial firms 
have expanded by increasing their factory 
space: but it is known that a number have 
done so. ‘ 

A second objective of the Distribution of 
Industry Act,.1945, was, in the words of the 
Act *... for controlling the provision of 
industrial premises with a view to securing 
the proper distribution of industry’ in the 
country as a whole. How far has this 
second objective been achieved? There 
could be endless discussion as to what con- 
stitutes ‘ the proper distribution of industry.’ 
There are, however, some points that can be 
made. If regard is paid to industrial build- 
ing that took place between 1945-56 in parts 
of the country that are outside the develop- 
ment areas, and the share of each region in 
that industrial building is compared with 
each region's share of Great Britain’s manu- 
facturing labour force, the resultant percent- 
age of industrial building approved varied 
from 71 in London and South Eastern region 
to 239 in Eastern region. 


Modifying the Pattern 


This seems to be a wide variation. But in 
seven of the eleven regions, which in 1945 
contained over three-quarters of the total 
insured numbers in manufacturing industry 
in Great Britain, the variations are no 
greater than between 71 and 108. If the 
extreme variations are disregarded, it would 
therefore seem that the location of the new 
industria] building approved conformed 
fairly closely to the previous distribution of 
manufacturing industry. To the extent to 
which new industrial building influences the 
distribution of population up and down the 
country, this means that the previous distri- 
bution of population was not altered 
profoundly. Nevertheless, in some respects 
that has, in fact, been modified. 

(i) Firms have been restrained from. under- 
taking new factory construction in Metro- 


politan London. Thus, although this area. 


had some 20 per cent of Great Britain’s 
insured population in manufacturing 


industry, between 1945-56 it had only rather 
more than half this percentage of Great 
Britain’s total of new factory space. That 
must have gone some distance towards 
relieving the crowding of industry and 
people there. The next lowest share of new 
industrial building approved relative to 
insured numbers in manufacturing industry 
was recorded by East and West Ridings and 
North Western regions. Compared with 
the 71 per cent share of London and South 
Eastern region these two regions had rather 
more than 80 per cent. East Riding apart, 
both are areas in which industry and people 
are thick on the ground. The low proportion 
of industrial building approved for these 
may therefore have helped to restrain 
greater concentrations of industry and 
people there. The two Midland regions 
came next in order at one remove—follow- 
ing South Western region. Again, there- 
fore, that they were not granted a larger 
share of approvals to build new factories, 
or to extend old ones, may have helped to 
check the congregation of industry and 
people in them. 


Move to Less Dense Areas 


(ii) A somewhat considerable proportion 
of new industrial projects was approved 
during 1945-56 for parts of the country that 
were not noted for their dense aggregates of 
industry and population. Thus, the highest 
percentages of the volume of factory space 
relative to existing labour forces in manu- 
facturing industry were then approved for 
those parts of Wales that were outside the 
Welsh Development Area (central and 
northern Wales), Southern and Eastern 
regions. South Western region occupied a 
middle place between London and South 
Eastern region, on the. one hand, and 
Eastern region, on the other hand. As these 
four areas—central and northern Wales, 
Eastern, Southern and South Western 
regions—had less than 23 per cent of the 
estimated population of Great Britain in 
1955 (less than the nearly 24 per cent 
possessed by the two regions of East and 
West Ridings and North Western, and the 
nearly 25 per cent of London and South 
Eastern region) it would appear that they 
were less crowded, and therefore more 
capable of receiving the larger proportions 
of new industrial building assigned to them. 
It is observable, moreover, that a moderately 
substantial part of the new factory space 
assigned to Eastern, Southern and South 
Western regions was located in such smaller 
towns as Bedford, Luton, Reading, Ayles- 
bury, High Wycombe, Slough, Chelmsford. 
Dagenham, Letchworth, Ipswich, Norwich. 
Cambridge, Oxford, Welwyn, Newton 
Abbot, Gloucester and Cheltenham. 

(iii) Up to the end of 1957, the equivalent 
of about one-sixth of the total factory space 
approved for Greater London had heen 
designated for the eight new towns situated 
around London. While not a large propor- 
tion in itself, taken in association with the 
low fraction assigned to Metropolitan 
London, it shows that progress had been 
made with the objective of diverting industry 
that might have settled in the metropolitan 
area if the control over the distribution of 
industry had not existed. Although not the 
only cause, it played its part in increasing 
the population of these new towns in 1957 
to about double their original number. 
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(iv) Throughout the period, the authorities 
tried to steer some new industrial projects 
into places outside the development areas 
that suffered unemployment greater than the 
national average figure. To do this was 
desirable; for such places always accounted 
for a not inconsiderable proportion of the 
aggregate of unemployment in the country 
—in 1957 over 200 had an unemployment 
percentage higher than that for Great 
Britain. 


Results of Policy 


These four modifications of the previously 
existing distribution of industry in regions 
outside the development areas are com- 
mendable because they aimed at reducing 
congestion of industry and people; at 
expanding smaller rather than large towns; 
at fostering the new towns; and at relieving 
unemployment in places where it was more 
serious. 

These, then, are some of the results of 
distribution of industry policy upon the dis- 
tribution of the industrial population and 
population generally. What suggestions can 
be made about the objectives of that policy 
in the nearer future? 

First, it would seem desirable to fortify 
the attack upon the more serious cases of 
industrial congestion. Apart from its social 
drawbacks, this has economic disadvantages. 
It impedes good factory lay-out by the short- 
age of land for extensions of factories to 
cope with extra production; it increases costs 
of production by driving up the price of 
land; it increases labour costs because 
usually local labour is in short supply in 
congested districts; it increases costs of 
transport because roads and streets are over- 
burdened with industrial traffic; and it in- 
creases the costs of dealing with increasing 
quantities of industrial and trade effluent. 
All these waste economic resources—wastes 
which could be reduced if congestion were 
curtailed, 


Limits of Migration 

Second, the work of rehabilitating the 
development areas should be continued. 
They are still abnormally committed to 
certain major industries which are vulnerable 
to economic fluctuation — their current 
relatively high unemployment figures reflect 
this. The extension of this work provided 
for by the new Distribution of Industry Act, 
1958, aimed at relieving those districts that 
are suffering unemployment distinctly higher 
than the national average figure, should also 
be continued. For while the migration else- 
where of their surplus labour is manifestly 
needed, history (and the figures given earlier 
in this paper) show that migration does not 
clear the market. Those who can’t, or won't, 
migrate, need the employment opportunities 
provided by industrial projects steered to the 
places where they live. 

Third, new industrial projects should con- 
tinue to be approved for the new towns— 
especially when otherwise they would have 
worsened the industrial congestion in the 
great cities and their environs. And is there 
not a case for creating more new towns? 
Experience shows that, rightly located, they 
can attract industry. And also, if rightly 
located, they can help to improve the exist- 
ing distribution of industry by improving 
social amenity. New towns can be expensive 
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ip money; they need not be expensive in 
economic resources, because they can reduce 
the waste of economic resources caused by 
the excessive accumulation of industry in 
crowded areas. 

Fourth, would not the control over the 
distribution of industry be more efficient and 
effective if the various government depart- 
ments concerned with social planning 
integrated their diverse policies? 


Discussion 


Proposing a vote of thanks to Professor 
Sykes for his paper, Mr. G. H. ANDREW, a 
Deputy Secretary at the Board of Trade, 
said Professor Sykes’s analysis of the various 
trends arising from the work the Board of 
Trade had initiated had been a good deal 
more agreeable to him as an official than 
might have been expected. 

It was true there had been many prob- 
lems concerned with the distribution of 
industry. The problem of the extent and 
the right of control of industry to reduce 
the migration of population to balance un- 
employment evenly throughout the country 
had been a difficult matter. It often involved 
political considerations, and very often deci- 
sions made came in for more condemnation 
than welcome. 

He, however, thought that on the whole, 
Professor Sykes’s verdict on many of the 
allegations over the 14 years since the 
Distribution of Industry Act came into 
operation, was the Scottish verdict of * Not 
Proven.” 

He thought, too, that much of the migra- 
tion had not been entirely due to long and 
continued unemployment. It was important 
to remember the astonishing growth of non- 
industrial employment and this was a feature 
which had added to the problem of the dis- 
tribution of population. He felt the growth 
of the Eastern and Southern Regions had 
been due to the greater expansion and 
resilience of industry in those areas. It was 
also due to more room for new buildings 
and development. Another reason was the 
fact that the Eastern Region was dry and 
the Southern Region was sunny. 

People who liked to choose where they 
lived did, on the whole, find some attraction 
in moving south and south east. The reduc- 
tion in the expansion of London industry 
had been balanced by the growth of office 
buildings and other movements in the 
London area. This kind of development 
was very intractable so far and presented a 
big problem. 

Mr. Peter SELF, a lecturer at the London 
School of Economics, seconding the vote 
of thanks, felt that Professor Sykes had 
struck a fair balance between the natural 
trends and forces at work in that particular 


sphere. In dealing with the possibilities and - 


limitations of public control, Professor Sykes 
had come down very fairly on the side of the 
statistical evidence he had put forward. He 
(Mr. Self) thought that public policy in this 
field had achieved something, but a good 
deal less than some people had hoped for 
originally, and a good deal more and better 
than some people, who reacted gradually 
to events, would have them believe. 

That having been said, it was interesting 
to look at the various trends Professor 
Sykes had indicated. 


First of all there was the question of what 
was happening in South Eastern England. 
He thought they would all accept that the 
natural trend was a concentration of popula- 
tien in the !arge urban regions, and the popu- 
lation was coming from the more remote 
places. On the other hand, there was the 
decentralisation within the region, 

Professor Sykes had given evidence of this 
trend going on. Mr. Self thought that the 
growth in the Southern Region was particu- 
larly significant because a large part of 
it came under the influence of London. Also 
of interest was the general draw of the 
broader London Region, comprising London 
and the South Eastern and Southern Region, 
which could be defined roughly by a line 
drawn from the Solent to the Wash, and 
represented a considerable part of those 
areas which Professor Sykes had been talk- 
ing about. Another trend was the growth 
of industry in extended regions beyond the 
Green Belt right out into the country and 


typified in towns like Bedford, Luton, 
Reading, Aylesbury, High Wycombe, 
Chelmsford, Letchworth, Norwich, Cam- 


bridge and Oxford. 


The third trend was the apparent growth 
of long-distance commuting into Greater 
London itself, where employment had grown 
faster than the population. 


Mr. Self thought that if the analysis of 
the trends was right, what was needed and 
essential was guidance and assistance in the 
industrial development that was going on in 
the outer parts of the London region and 
relate it to population growth. 

All the evidence before them showed, he 
thought, the need for such a body as a 
regional development corporation which 
could assist in the development of industry 
in towns in the outer parts of the extended 
London region. He threw that out as a 
recommendation which could be passed on 
what Professor Sykes had said. 

Mr. W. Burns, AMICE, AMTPI, Deputy 
Planning Officer for Surrey, said it was clear 
that even with the stringent controls of the 
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Board of Trade, in the London area, an 
enormous number of employment oppor- 
tunities were created with the new factories 
that had gone up and there had also been 
an enormous increase in commercial employ- 
ment. This increase in employment oppor- 
tunities was shown relative to the popula- 
tion in the figures presented by Professor 
Sykes, and it was clear that an enormous 
pressure was building up in the area, which 
was causing a great deal of concern. This 
trend prompted the question whether the 
regions were being planned on the right 
policies. 

If the problem was to be solved they 
would have to face up to paying out money, 
and this could only be done on a national 
basis. If that was politically unacceptable, 
then they had got to face up to the fact 
that employment opportunities in the regions 
were going to increase. If congestion was 
bad when the Barlow report was prepared, 
it was worse today. 

They would also have to alter the whole 
trend of planning to meet the new trend, 
but this would mean completely new ideas 
in transport, new ideas about density, and, 
in fact, new ideas about town design as a 
whole. 

Mr. H. W. J. Heck, MIMunE, MTPI, 
County Planning Officer for Cornwall, spoke 
of the problems of his county. He thought 
as an Institute they had a good reason why 
they should be associated closely with the 
problems of industry. Unless the problems 
were watched very closely their town and 
country planning schemes were unlikely to 
come to fruition. 

Replying to a comment by Mr, Eric 
BELLINGHAM, OBE, LLB, LMTPI, who 
alleged that Luton had been allowed to get 
its population completely out of hand and 
seemed to have devised a way of breaking 
all the principles and continued to grow in 
an elephantine manner, PRoFESSOR SYKES 
said he knew very little about the town. He, 
however, knew it was making an important 
contribution to the country’s export trade 
which we could not afford to neglect. 
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SPECIAL SCAFFOLDS 


Developments Evolved by London 
County Council 


ee Chief Inspector of Factories has 
made reference in his 1957 annual 
report to some special scaffolds devised 
by the London County Council. These 
scaffolds were evolved from ideas put 
forward by staff of the Works Division 
of the Housing Management Department 
to reduce time and cost in carrying out 
jobs frequently recurring in the main- 
tenance of the Council’s 200,000 houses 
and flats. The three devices are as 
follows : 

Window Scaffold.—The purpose of 
this is to provide a quickly erected plat- 
form from which work can be carried 
out to the outside of casements or the 
adjoining wall surfaces without the need 
to erect an independent scaffold from the 
ground or to suspend a cradle from 
above. It is especially useful on the 
upper storeys of blocks of flats. It can 
also be used at the top floor to provide 
a means of access to the roof. 

The scaffold consists of two identical 
galvanised welded steel tubular frames 
which support the working platform out- 
side the building and which in turn are 
supported inside the building by two 
adjustable props erected between floor 
and ceiling. Adequate toeboards, guard- 
rails and safety fence are also provided. 

With suitable decking and accessories 
the scaffold can be used on varying 
widths of casements. 

*Saddle’ Stack Scaffold.—This was 
developed to provide a safe, quickly 
erected platform from which minor 
repairs could be carried out to a chimney 
stack located at the ridge of a cottage. 
Access to the scaffold is via a ladder to 
eaves and a roof ladder up the slope of 
the roof, The scaffold can be erected in 
about five minutes and this is usually 
carried out by the tradesman who is 
about to work on the stack, and his 
labourer. 

The scaffold consists of two prefabri- 
cated timber frames which are connected

together over the ridge by a removable 
hinge-pin. The hinged centre allows the 
scaffold to be used on a wide variety of 
roof pitches. 

A two-foot wide platform is laid on the 
frames. Two hooped tubular steel guard- 
rails pass through elongated holes in the 
decking into sockets on the saddle- 
frames. A selected timber handrail spans 
between the guardrails on the ridge of 
the platform away from the stack. 

Access to the platform is from the roof 
Jadder under the ,jhandrail, and toeboards 
are provided on the ends of the platform 
attached to the tubular guardrail. 

‘Single’ Stack Scaffold. — This was 
developed for use where the ‘saddle’ 
scaffold could not be used—the chimney 
stack being at the eaves or on the slope 
of the roof. It consists of a timber 
frame, easily adjusted to varying roof 
pitches, which is placed, from a roof 
ladder, on the roof slope above the 
stack. On this frame is laid a decking

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providing a working platform 2 ft. 
square. Tubular steel guardrails socket 
into the decking at each end of the plat- 
form. 

Both stack scaffolds provide a safe 
working platform at considerably less 
expense both in time and material than 
normal methods, which in most cases 
would entail the erection of independent 
scaffolding. 


The LCC operates a suggestion scheme and 
while the development of the devices was a 
matter for maintenance officers and safety 
officers, awards were made to the staff from 
whom the ideas originated. The LLCC’s Director 
of Housing is Mr. R. J. Allerton, FRICS.

INTERIOR LIGHTING 
Problems of Modern Trends in 
Building 
HE National Inspection Council for 

Electrical Installation Contracting, 
Aldine House, 10/13 Bedford-street, Lon- 
don, WC2, has issued the following state- 
ment on building trends and interior light- 
ing :— 

Site values have increased materially and 
so has the cost of building, and consequently 
today the architect faces the problem of 
meeting rising costs by reducing the heights 
of ceilings and designing the building so that 
rooms are deeper. This trend is evident in 
all places where new industrial and com- 
mercial buildings are being erected. 

It brings with it, however, a further prob- 
lem, namely adequate lighting, and often 
necessitates the use of artificial lighting 
throughout the day. This is not serious from 
the cost viewpoint because daylight is not 
really free; to obtain adequate daylight illu- 
mination in long deep rooms implies the use 
of a very large amount of glass, which in its 
turn increases the heating cost in autumn 
and winter and creates a heat problem in 
summer. 

Skilful planning of the lighting installa- 
tion is called for in order to obtain an even 
effect throughout the room. The Americans 
have tackled the problem by practically 
excluding daylight and depending upon arti- 
ficial lighting entirely, while the Danes are 
tending to plan for a complete change in the 
character of the lighting after twilight. This 
calls for a separate or additional lighting 
installation for use after daylight ceases. 

These trends will grow in importance year 
by year and the advice of those who are in 
daily contact with electrical installation work 
may well be sought. The National Inspec- 
tion Couneil for Electrical Installation Con- 
tracting, a voluntary non-profit making body 
set up with a view to ensuring that electrical 
installation work shall be efficient, safe, and 
in keeping with the wiring regulations of the 
Institution of Electrical Engineers, maintains 
a roll of approved electrical contractors 
which contains over 5,000 names and 
addresses. Copies of the roll may be 
inspected at the showrooms of the various 
electricity boards, offices of chambers of 
commerce, public libraries, etc.

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A CASE ON BY-LAWS 
RELATING TO WATER 
CLOSETS 
By a Legal Correspondent 


CASE of considerable interest to 

builders was recently decided and is 
reported as Townsends (Builders), Ltd. v. 
Cinema News and Property Management, 
Ltd. (David A. Wilkie and Partners Third 
Party). In this case a building contractor 
carried out work for a building owner at 
92 Cheyne-walk, Chelsea which involved 
the construction or alteration of a bath- 
room and lavatory on each of the two 
floors. 

The effect of this alteration in each case 
was to constitute an infringement of by- 
laws made by the London County Coun- 
cil under S.39(1) of the Public Health 
(London) Act, 1891, which laid down that 
the water closet should not be ‘ entered 
from any room used for human habita- 
tion, with a proviso that a water closet 
used exclusively with a bedroom or dress- 
ing room may be entered directly. In 
this case it was clear that two separate 
bedrooms were envisaged although the 
contractor did not know until the work 
was far advanced that there was an 
infringement of the by-law. 

The architect was included as a third 
party to the proceedings. Although the 
work when completed was an infringe- 
ment of the by-laws and there had been 
a wrong indication on the plan that the 
roots were to be used as a bedroom and 
dressing room for one person which had 
never been intended and in fact no notice 
of commencement of work had been 
given under para. 9 of the by-laws, the 
local authority did not in fact institute 
proceedings (although there was a threat 
of proceedings) or even insist on comple- 
tion during the occupation of the rooms 
on the first floor by Mrs. Harris, the 
building owner's wife. 

The case arose when the builder and 
the architect claimed for work done. The 
building owner claimed as a defence that 
the work should not be paid for by reason 
of the illegality and also counterclaimed 
for the prospective cost of reinstatement. 
On behalf of the architect it was also sug- 
gested that the LCC’s by-law was invalid 
for unreasonableness, injustice and uncer- 
tainty. The last claim was immediately 
dismissed by the High Court who pointed 
out that ‘a court will be all the slower 
to hold by-laws invalid in proceedings to 
which the local authority concerned. are 
not parties.” 
judge rejected the defence and counter- 
claim by the building owner and allowed 
the builder's claim but awarded dam- 
ages to the building owner against the 
architect for negligence. 

The building owner and the architect 
appealed. The Court of Appeal rejected 
the building owner's defence. In so doing 
they distinguished between building licence 
cases under the Defence Regulations 
where the whole operation was unlawful 
(Strongman 1945, Ltd. v. Sincock) and 
therefore no action could be successfully 
brought, and the infringement of the by- 


In the county court the. 


law which did not go to the root of the 
work involved and where the local 
authority had a discretion in relation to 
the offence. It was pointed out that the 
work could be made to comply by merely 
partitioning the water closet within. the 
bathroom. Therefore as against the build- 
ing owner the court allowed the cost of 
the work done by the builder, £150, with 
costs, but on the counterclaim the cost of 
partitioning was allowed, namely 
£162 10s., with costs. 

Although the counterclaim was against 
the builders it was passed on to the third 
party, the architects, and set off against 
their claim for work done of £175. The 
architect of course had been responsible 
for the plan and specifications as sub- 
mitted to the authority. 

It is interesting that in the course of 
the judgment Lord Evershed, MR, did 
point out the difficulty of the builder 
because, although he may be told the 
room is to be used as a bedroom, the 
building owner may in fact decide to use 
it as a nursery, scullery, schoolroom or 
in any other way. 

The learned Master of the Rolls also 
pointed out the difficulties of the word- 
ing .of the by-law ‘used exclusively with 
a bedroom or dressing room’ when in 
fact at the time of building it is not being 
used at all. The court also took the view 
contrary to the county court judge that if 
the two rooms were used as a bedroom 
and dressing room they would still con- 
stitute an infringement of the by-law. 

A last point of some importance is 
that a builder as such is not exempt from 
responsibility (although he can achieve 
the same result by bringing in the archi- 
tect as a third party) by the fact that 
‘according to custom in building opera- 
tions the architect was regarded as respon- 
sible for seeing that the work complied 
with by-laws.’ 


SAFETY BELTS AND 
HARNESSES 
Accident Prevention Group Talk 


A TALK entitled * A New Conception of 
Safety Belts and Harnesses in Modern 
Industry, was given to members of the 
London Building and Engineering Contrac- 
tors Accident Prevention Group by Mr. T. G. 
Shand, of Barrow Hepburn & Gale Ltd. 
earlier this year at | Queen Anne’s Gate, 
Westminster, SW1. 

Mr. SHaND began by stating that in spite 
of the high accident rate in industry due 
to falls the’ misuse or non-use of safety 
belts continued. He attributed this partly 
to deficiencies in legislation, partly to the 
psychology of the workman, but in the main 
to the inadequate and unsuitable belts avail- 
able in the past. 

The almost static design of safety har- 
nesses over many years, Mr. Shand said, 
was because manufacturers were not 
encouraged to spend money and time to 
develop them, when workers were reluctant 
to wear belts because they were generally 
heavy, cumbersome and uncomfortable. The 
safety belt was the Cinderella of all the 
safety appliances used, in almost all indus 
tries, but particularly in building and 
engineering, where one would have thought 
it would have been of most service. . 
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‘The Factories Act, while providing many 
wise and detailed regulations regarding the 
provision of suitable stagings and scaffold- 
ings, casually mentions the possible use of 
other safety devices such as belts or nets. Yet 
despite these elaborate scaffoldings there are 
still a large number of accidents each year 
because people still fall off them—and there 
is nothing to prevent them doing so in a 
moment of carelessness or of sudden illness,’ 
he said. ‘In fact, instead of being an alter- 
native, the safety belt should be complemen- 
tary to the other safety precautions on the 
building site—it should be possible to pro- 
duce a simple lightweight belt, so comfort- 
able that a man could wear it all day, with 
a simple attachment or anchoring strap 
whereby he could attach himself to wherever 
he was—to a travelling cradle—scaffolding or 
staging—to open girders or to guide ropes 
—anywhere on the site.’ 


‘A Natural Accessory’ 

To the worker at heights the safety belt 
should become as natural and as everyday. 
an accessory as is the apron, welder’s screen, 
goggles or gloves to other workers in other 
industries. By legislation, training, psycho- 
logical approach, but above all by the provi- 
sion of the proper equipment, this should be 
the target. 

So the initial qualities of the proposed 
new belts would be adequate strength— 
ensured by making them to pass the BSI 
six foot drop test—extreme simplicity with 
reasonable comfort and protection from the 
shock of a sudden arrest in the event of a 
fall. The development over recent years of 
man-made fibres such as Nylon and Terylene 
and the vast improvement in high tensile 
steels and alloys seemed to provide the tools 
for the job. Next they had to consider the 
different tasks the safety harness had to 
perform. 

These could be divided convenieut!y into 
four, as in the BSI specification which was 
to be the technical basis on which the equip- 
ment would be produced. They were: —The 
pole climber’s belt for telephone and elec- 
tricity linesmen; the general purpose close 
anchorage belt for window-cl 3, etc.; 
the general purpose remote anchorage belt 
for spidermen, etc.; the lifting harness and 
belt for workers in enclosed spaces who 
might be suffocated or overcome by 
noxious fumes—slack hoppers, grain silos 
and sewers, etc. 

Referring to the new Pakawa safety equip- 
ment, Mr. Shand said that the outline of the 
design was beginning to take shape—first 
there would be a safety waist belt—safe, 
simple and light, which could be worn all 
day. Then there would be a series of detach- 
able ‘clip on’ anchoring accessories each 
designed for a specific purpose. 

Having outlined the principles and quali- 
ties needed in the new belts, Mr. Shand 
described how they had tried to translate 
them into the new equipment he was dis- 
playing, pointing out the completely novel 
features of many of the items. For con 
venience, and following the line of argu- 
ment, the equipment was divided into two 
classes—waistbelts and anchoring attach 
ments. The waistbelts were made in three 
patterns to meet the variable 
ferent users. He then gave details 
belts and expressed the hope that 
would try out this equipment and 
it to manufacturers.

CONTRACTORS’ PLANT 


A PIPE HANDLING TRACTOR has _ been 
designed to lift a load of 14,000 Ibs. of 
tubulars in lengths of up to 40 ft. Since it 
will load and unload a pipe-carrying trailer 
of 50,000 Ibs, capacity and tow it at speeds 
up to 27'm.p.h, considerable saving of con- 
ventional transport and handling equipment 
can be achieved. 

The machine is powered by a supercharged 
Rolls-Royce C 45 Diesel engine with a power 
train embodying a torque converter, power 
operated gear change and four-wheel drive. 
Power steering is also incorporated. Extra

DATA PROCESSING 


Unt recently the computer has usually 
been associated with Banking, Insurance, 
Atomic Research and other large establish- 
ments where its continual employment makes 
it an economic proposition. The Pegasus 
Computer, currently demonstrated at the 
London Computer Centre of Ferrantj Ltd., 
is being used for certain building operations. 
What is known as a ‘Cut and Fill’ pro- 
gramme has been drawn up so that the 
amount of earth that has to be dug and 
filled in levelling a site prior to construction 
can be calculated. Where site level is 
arbitrary, a grade level can be found which 
will obviate the need for any movement of 
earth to or from the site. A further pro- 
gramme has been devised to give an elastic 
analysis of two dimensional ngid frames 
taking into account direct compressions as 
well as moments. It can be applied as easily 
to a bridge truss, where moments are of 
secondary importance, as to a portal-type 
building frame. 

Apart from the straight purchase of the 
computer there is a computing service which 
can be used in two ways. Complete prob- 
lems may be submitted which are pro- 
grammed, run on the computer and the 
results returned. This may be preferred 
where, as in the two examples above, pro- 
grammes are already in existence. When. 
however, the problem is entirely new, this 
procedure is not encouraged as, although at 
the Centre there are a number of specialists 
for different trades who will talk over the 
problem, they wil) not act as consultants.

Growing Concern by Building 
Trades Employers 

Me: W. D. BRYANT, public relations 
officer of the NFBTE, attended the 
June meeting of the President’s committee 
of the Birmingham Association of Building 
Trades Employers. Members of the Asso- 
ciation are concerned over the increasing 
activities of the Birmingham City Council’s 
Direct Labour Department and wished to 
have the advice of the National Federation 

on methods of dealing with the situation. 

Addressing the committee, Mr. BRYANT 
pointed out that the problem of direct labour 
was a national one affecting builders all 
over the country. He reminded them that 
in 1946 the National Federation’s com- 
mittee had succeeded in persuading the then 
Minister of Health to issue a memorandum 
to local authorities which included the para- 
graph ‘A direct labour department must 
tender in competition with contractors, at 
the same time and under identical conditions 
and only obtain the contract if the tender 
is as low as that of any good contractor.’ 

The memorandum operated well for many 
years and the National Federation had never 
hesitated to refer to it when making repre- 
sentations on the subject. In 1952-53 the 
Federation became aware that local authori- 
ties were only occasionally tendering for 
jobs. Further representations were made but 
ministerial officials showed a reluctance to 
take action. 

Mr. Bryant said that not only had the 
National Federation produced a pamphlet 
on the subject but had also written one for 
the Federation of Civil Engineering Con- 
tractors for circulation to ratepayers’ asso- 
ciations throughout the country. 

‘The National Federation,’ he said, * take 
the view that the first step is a political one 
and it is hoped to arrange for the National 
president and director to meet either the 
chief whip or the vice-chairman of the Con- 
servative Party with the object of seeking an 
assurance that if they are returned to power 
they will give immediate attention to the 
problem of direct labour as a political issue. 
A suggestion that the president and director 
be permitted to meet the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government to discuss the matter 
will also be put forward.’ 

During the discussion which followed Mr. 
Bryant’s talk, one member pointed out the 
disadvantages to private contractors when it 
was realised that a direct labour department 
was in a position to pay enhanced wage 
rates. Several members expressed disappoint- 
ment that both the National Federation and 
apparently the Conservative Party had failed 
to appreciate the implications of direct 
labour. Whereas local associations were now 
to be asked to deal with the problem and 
to furnish the National Federation with 
information, the position ought rightly to 
have been the reverse. 

In reply, Mr. Bryant said that the National 
Federation had compiled a dossier on the 
subject which he believed to be more com- 
prehensive than any other in existence in 
the United Kingdom.

NEWS IN BRIEF 
Blackbushe Airport to Close 


R. HAROLD WATKINSON, Minister 

of Transport and Civil Aviation, has 
decided that Blackbushe Airport must be 
given up. To allow time for the removal of 
the State assets and tenants’ property from 
the land by the end of 1960, flying will have 
to cease about the middle of next year, and 
an announcement will be made later when a 
date has been fixed. It is unlikely that there 
will ever be sufficient traffic to justify the 
capital expenditure (of the order of £2 m.) 
required to bring the airport up to modern 
standards for larger aircraft. It is contem- 
plated that the Ministry will in due course 
meet the airlines affected by the Ministry's 
decision should such a meeting be desired.

House Prices at New Peak

Under the scheme societies advance up 
to 95 per cent of the value of pre-1940 houses 
bought for owner occupation, subject to a 
maximum valuation of £2,500 (£3,000 jin 
London).

Mr Christopher Bryant, joint managing direc- 
tor of the company, said ‘This new com- 
munication is increasing our efficiency and 
it is also reducing a feeling of frustration 
among the men on the sites because they 
now receive help in a matter of minutes 
after they ask for it.’ 


FBI Industrial Art Award 


The Federation of British Industries’ 1959 
Industrial Art Prize has been awarded to 
Mr. B. Holdaway, who is studying in the 
School of Interior Design at the Royal 
College of Art. The prize, which is sub- 
scribed by the members of the Federation’s 
Industrial Art Committee, is given each year 
to a final year student of the Royal College 
of Art to spend some weeks abroad before 
entering industry. This year it was decided 
to select the prize winner from among the 
students in the School of Interior Design. 
Mr. Holdaway intends to study in Brazil, 
America and possibly Mexico.

INDISPENSABLE FOR CEMENT WORK 
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OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


ARGENTINA .—tThe State gas organisa- 
tion is to invite tenders for the construction 
of a new pipeline from Comodoro Rivadavia 
to Buenos Aires, a distance of 1,200 miles. 

AUSTRALIA.—Details thave been an- 
nounced of a new petro-chemical industry 
to be established in Victoria at a cost of 
£23m. The managing director of the Vacuum 
Oil Co. Pty, Ltd., Mr. E. A. Jones, has said 
that several well-known companies will build 
four separate factories near the Standard 
Vacuum Refinery at Altona, Melbourne, 
which will supply them with raw materials. 
Construction will begin this year. . . . The 
RAC building on the Little Collins-street 
corner of Queen-street, Melbourne, and the 
building of the Pearl Assurance Ltd. on the 
south-west corner of Bourke and Queen 
streets are to be rebuilt. Each will cost more 
than £1m. and is expected to be started 
before the end of this year. . . . Stanhill 
Holdings Ltd., of Melbourne, is planning 
to build a £34m. hotel in Sydney to 
accommodate 1,000 guests. The building 
will be in Macleay-street, Potts Point, where 
land and partially complete buildings have 
been bought for £400,000. The hotel will 
be fully air-conditioned and provide a bath- 
room to each bedroom. . . Victoria State 
Government will erect two new buildings 
in Melbourne over the next five years at 
a cost of £5m. One is a £3m. office block 
of 21 storeys, and the other a £2m. block of 
13 storeys. 

AUSTRIA.—Two new autobahns are to 
be constructed, one from Vienna to Wiener 
Neustadt on the way to Graz and the Italian 
frontier called the Autobahn Sud and the 
other from Innsbruck to Schonberg as part 
of the projected road from Kufstein to the 
Brenner. . . . The Wiener Bruckenbau und 
Eisenkonstruktions AG Vienna, after com- 
pleting the reconstruction of Vienna’s war- 
damaged State theatres and equipping a 
theatre in Czechoslovakia with the most 
modern stage installation, has now obtained 
a contract for the mew grand opera in 
Warsaw. 

BRITISH WEST INDIES.—Iit has been 
announced that the Government has reached 
agreement with the Esso Standard Oil Com- 
pany for the construction of a refinery with 
a capacity of 26,000 barrels a day at an 
estimated cost of about $20m. The site has 
not yet been decided upon but it is antici- 
pated that when plans have been finalised 
the project will take about two years to 
complete. . . . The Water Commission has 
started its search for additional sources to 
augment existing supplies in the Corporate 
area. The UK firm of consulting engineers, 
Messrs. Howard Humphreys & Sons, has 
been engaged by the commission to make 
a large-scale survey of untapped water 
sources in Kingston and St. Andrew. The 
same firm has prepared proposals submitted 
by the Grand Bahama Freeport Public 
Board of Works for the implementation of 
a £24m. sewerage scheme for New Provi- 
dence. The scheme is planned to cover a 
seven year period, with an expenditure of 
£250,000 in the first year and £400,000 in 
each subsequent year. . . A Colonial 
Development and Welfare grant of £35,000 


has been provided for the preparation of 
detailed designs for the new runway at 
Stanley Field airport, British Honduras.: It 
covers the preparation of a project report, 
including master plan showing the ultimate 
development of the airport’ and the first 
stage of construction together with an esti- 
mate of the cost involved. 

BURMA.—New airports are to be built 
at Sinkaling Hkamti near the frontier of 
India, and Putao near the frontier of China. 
Work will be in the hands of the Civil 
Aviation Department and the airfields are 
to be completed by 1961. A new airport 
is to be built at Pagan in co-operation with 
the army. The State Agricultural 
Marketing Board is planning to build 24 rice 
mills equipped with electric conveyors and 
other modern devices. The four largest mills 
will be set up at Rangoon, Akyab, Paungde 
and Bassein. 

BRITISH EASTERN CARIBBEAN.— 
The total cost for the new Georgetown- 
Rosignor road is likely to be in the region 
of $32m. The engineers, Messrs. Scott and 
Wilson Kirkpatrick & Partners Ltd., are now 
experimenting to see whether this figure can 
be materially reduced without prejudice to 
the effectiveness of the scheme.... During 
discussions held recently in London it was 
agreed that the Government of St. Kitts- 
Nevis-Anguilla might approach the Colonial 
Development and Welfare Department for a 
grant to meet part of the cost of the pro- 
posed new hospital in Basseterre which is 
not included in the 1955-60 Plan....The 
Gros Islet Leased Area which was handed 
back by the U.S.A. to the S. Lucia Govern- 
ment is the suggested location of a new $1m. 
hotel which it is proposed to build to en- 
courage tourism in the Island. ... Tenders 
have already been invited for the implemen- 
tation of a programme for the construction 
of Waterworks in Trinidad involving an 
expenditure of $9m. It is understood that 
work on the project is expected to com- 
mence late this year and to take 24 years to 
complete. A $43.6m. sewerage scheme is 
also to be undertaken in this Colony. 

BRAZIL.—The Mayor of Sao Paulo has 
revealed that tenders from two firms are 
being considered for the Sao Paulo Under- 
ground Railway. One of these is Importa- 
dora e Exportadora Bramarida Ltda. which 
represents a group of Japanese firms; and 
the other is the French firm of Societe 
Generale de Traction et d’Exploitation para 
do Brazil. Another call for tender is to be 
issued soon for the construction of another 
stretch of metropolitan railway. 

CANADA.—The UK Trade Commissioner 
at Winnipeg has informed the Board of 
Trade in London that a multi-million dollar 
medical centre, one of the largest in the 
North American continent, has been pro- 
posed for Winnipeg. The new project may 
include not only new hospitals but also 
recuperation centres, rehabilitation clinics, 
diagnostic clinics, medical research buildings, 
motels, hotels, drug stores, restaurants and 
shopping centres. Plans call for an area of 
nearly one mile square with the Winnipeg 
General Hospital as the hub. The Winnipeg 
Zoning Board has given quite a favourable 
reaction to the project and the Mayor of the 
city has given his fullest support. 

CANADA.—The Nova Scotia Govern- 
ment has assigned 6,000 acres in the Straight 
of Canso area for industrial development. 
A pulp mill will be constructed on 325 acres, 
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and other new jndustries on 2,500 acres... . 
An _ 80,000-square-foot insulating product 
plant is to be constructed at Edmonton, 
Alberta, by Fiberglass Canada Ltd, Cost of 
construction is estimated between $2m. and 
$3m. . . . The new Winnipeg City Hall, 
construction of which will start shortly, is 
to be located on a 3.9-acre site on Broadway 
Avenue. Cost of the new building will be 
$6m. .. . Calgary Power Ltd. plans to make 
a start shortly on preliminary construction 
for the $45m. Brazeau River power project. 
. . . Construction of the new medical science 
building, at the University of British 
Columbia, will start in October. Cost of 
construction $2,800,000. . . . The Ford Motor 
Company of Canada is to extend its Oakville, 
Ontario, assembly plant by 25,000 feet. . . . 
The Place Ville Marie project in Downtown, 
Montreal, will cost an estimated $200m. when 
completed. Plans include a 40-floor office 
building and a 15-floor structure both of 
which will be constructed over the lines of 
the Canadian National Railway’s Central 
Station. . . . Construction of a 50-mile ship 
canal from Georgian Bay to Lake Nipissing, 
Ontario, is under discussion by the Northern 
Ontario Development Committee. Estimated 
cost would be $144m. . . . The proposed 
new civic centre for Victoria, B.C., will cost 
approximately $44m. The project provides 
for a new city hall and a civic auditorium 
to seat 3,000. Site of the buildings will be 
Cathedral Hill. 

CHILE.—The 1959 port improvement pro- 
gramme is to include the construction of 
new warehouses at Punta Arenas, defence 
works at Valparaiso, a new harbour at 
Niebla (Valdivia), the extension of facilities 
at Talcahuano and erection of breakwaters 
at San Vicente (Concepcion). The moderni- 
sation of the port of Arica, which it is esti- 
mated will cost 6,750m. pesos, is to be put 
to public tender; among the 20 firms which 
have registered with the Ministry of Public 
Works to be considered for the work are 
US, Western German, Japanese, Danish and 
Spanish contractors. 

GHANA.—Under the second development 
plan a sum of £450,000 is to be spent on the 
construction of a casino in Accra to include 
an open-air swimming pool, a theatre and 
cinema hall, a restaurant, a bar and tea gar- 
dens. ...A paint factory is to be estab- 
lished at Tema at a cost of £200,000. It is 
to be a joint venture between the Industrial 
Development Corporation and a Dutch firm 
and will, it is estimated, produce 50 per cent 
of Ghana’s paint needs. 

KENYA.—A_ Rhodesian building firm 
John Howard and Co. (Africa) Ltd. of 
Lusaka, has been awarded a contract worth 
more than £34m. to build a British army 
camp in Kenya. Work is expected to start 
next month, and the first section is to be com- 
pleted in two years. The camp will have its 
own shopping and community centre, a 
cinema, swimming pool and recreational 
facilities. 

NIGERIA.—A proposal foi a 20-storey 
office building in Lagos has been approved 
iby the Lagos Executive Development Board. 
It is claimed that it will be the first muiti- 
storey steel framed structure in Nigeria and 
the highest building in West Africa, There 
will be 150,000 sq. ft. of centrally air- 
conditioned office space which it is hoped 
will cater largely for diplomatic missions. 
The promotors are the National Investment 
and Properties Co, Ltd. 
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Glasgow Overspill for Johnstone 


OHNSTONE in Renfrewshire is one of 
several Scottish centres which have 
undertaken to accept overspill population 
and industry from Glasgow, under a scheme 
which has been worked out by the Scottish 
Office. The town has gone ahead fast in this 
work and has finished the first of the 1,000 
houses which will ultimately be provided. 
Mr. J. S. Maclay, Secretary of State for Scot- 
land, opened a new house in the Johnstone 
Castle scheme recently, and congratulated 
the town on its enterprise. 

Of the 1,000 houses to be provided under 
this agreement, half will be built by the 
Town Council with the aid of a special sub- 
sidy from the Exchequer and the remaining 
half will be built by the Scottish Special 
Housing Association entirely at government 
expense. The town is now co-ordinating its 
own rehousing development with its over- 
spill commitments and has given an assur- 
ance that the intake of Glasgow families will 
not mean any loss of precedence to the local 
inhabitants. 

In addition to the Johnstone Castle scheme, 
the town is developing other vacant sites 
within the boundaries, acquiring derelict land 
and carrying out renovations to existing pro- 
perty. 

A feature of the Johnstone offer on over- 
spill is the fact that the town has a number 
of factories already available to industrialists 
prepared to move from Glasgow. Two firms 
have already transferred to the town, one 
of which, the Regent Tyre Co. Ltd., has been 
allocated houses for its workers. 


Dundee Central Redevelopment 


DUNDEE CORPORATION is to choose 
between three plans for its city centre 
development. The schemes have been com- 
pleted by Ravenseft Properties Ltd. Lon- 
don and the Howard Collings Group, of 
London. The third scheme is a local one, 
namely the Murrayfield Real Estate Co. Ltd. 
of Edinburgh and London with Ian Burke, 
Dundee, as architect. 

This last scheme envisages a three phase 
development framing a modern shopping 
and commercial centre around the existing 
churches. Two-level shopping is proposed 
for the main square behind the churches, 
large department stores are also included. 
An I1-storey office block is proposed at the 
east end as a new city land mark. It is 
hoped to complete the scheme in three to 
five years.
